WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Cheering Democrats re¬ 
turned Nancy Pelosi to the 
House spea keris post "Thurs¬ 
day as the 116th Congress 
ushered in a historically di¬ 
verse freshman classeager 
to confront President Don¬ 


ald Trump in a new era of 
divided government. 

Pelosi, elected spea ker220- 
192, took the gavel saying 
U.S. voters "demanded a 
new dawn" in the Novem¬ 
ber election that swept 
the Democrats to a House 


majority and are looking to 
'the beauty of ourConstitu- 
tion"to provide checks and 
balances on power. She 
faced 15 dissenting votes 
from fellow Democrats. 
Fora few hours, the prom¬ 
ise of a new era was the 


order of the day. "The new 
speaker invited scores of 
lawmakers' kids to join her 
on the dais as she was 
swom in, calling the House 
to order "on behalf of all of 
America's children." 

Even Trump congratulated 


her during a rare appear¬ 
ance at the White House 
briefing room, saying her 
election by House col¬ 
leagues was "a tremen¬ 
dous, tremendousachieve- 
ment."

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

House Democrats pre¬ 
pared "Thursday to pass a 
plan to re-open the gov¬ 
ernment without funding 
President Donald Trump's 
promised border wall, as 
Trump made a surprise 
appearance pledging to 
keep up the fight for his sig¬ 
nature campaign promise. 
Trump strode into the White 
House briefing room on 
the 13th day of the partial 
government shutdown, de¬ 
claring that "without a wall 
you cannot have border 
security." He then left with¬ 
out taking questions from 
reporters. 

"The appearance came 
hours after the new Con¬ 
gress convened, with Dem¬ 
ocrats taking majority con¬ 
trol of the House and re¬ 
turning Democratic leader 
Nancy Pelosi to the speak¬ 
ership. Democrats expect 
to quickly pass legislation to 
re-open the government — 
withoutfundsforthe wall. 
'There is no amount of per¬ 
suasion" Trump can use to 
get herto fund his wall, Pe¬ 


losi said in an interview that 
aired "Thursdayon NBC's'To¬ 
day." "We can go through 
the back and forth," she 
added. "How many more 
timescan we say no?" 


Trump isdemanding billions 
of dollars to build his wall 
along the U.S. border with 
Mexico, which the Demo¬ 
crats have refused. 
Congressional leaders 
from both parties met with 
Trump at the White House 
Wednesday, but failed to 
make progress during their 
first sit-down in weeks. The 
White House has invited 
the leaders back Friday for 
another round of talks that 
officials have suggested 
might be more successful 
now that Pelosi has been 
sworn in. 

Reporters were told Thurs¬ 
day that White House Press 
Secretary Sarah Huekabee 
Sanders would be holding 
a hastily called late after¬ 
noon briefing. Instead, out 
walked Trump, flanked by 
membersofthe unions that 
represent border patrol 
and immigration enforce¬ 
ment agents. It was his first 
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Associated Press 

time delivering remarks at 
the briefing room podium. 
'You can call it a barrier, 
you can call it whatever 
you want,"Trump said. "But 
essentially we need protec¬ 
tion in our country. We're 
going to make it good. The 
people of ourcountry want 
it." 

Trump said his meeting with 
the union officials had long 
been planned and just 
happened to come at "a 
very opportune time." He 
also claimed his refusal to 
budge was winning praise, 
telling reporters, "I have 
neverhad so much support 
as I have in the last week 
over my stance for border 
security." 

White House and Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security 
officials have spent recent 
days trying to make a pub¬ 
lic and private case that 
the situation at the border 
has reached a "crisis" situ¬ 
ation that demands more 
money than Democrats 
have offered. 

Earlier in the day, Trump 
tweeted an ominous video 
with images of what ap¬ 
peared to be migrants try¬ 
ing to rush the border and 
clashing with law enforce¬ 
ment, beneath the words 
"crisisatthe border,""drugs" 
and "crime." The video 


concludes with footage of 
Trump at the border along 
with audio from one of his 
rallies in which he vows to 
build his promised border 
wall and the crowd chants 
"Build the wall!" 

The Democratic package 
to end the shutdown would 
include one bill to tempo¬ 
rarily fund the Department 
of Homeland Security at 
current levels — with $1.3 
billion for border security, 
fa r less tha n Trump ha s sa id 
he wants— through Feb. 8 
astalkswould continue. 

It would also include a sep¬ 
arate measure to fund the 
d e p a rtme nts of Ag ric u Itu re, 
Interior, Housing and Urban 
Development and others 
closed by the partial shut¬ 
down. That measure would 
provide money through 
the remainder of the fiscal 
year, to Sept. 30. 

The White House has reject¬ 
ed the Democratic pack¬ 
age. 

'Why not fully fund the De- 
partmentof Homeland Se¬ 
curity? Why doesn't the Pe¬ 
losi bill do that?"said White 
House counselor Kellyanne 
Conway. 

On Thursday, Senate Dem¬ 
ocratic Leader Chuck 
Schumer urged Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell to 
put the House Democratic 
package on the Senate 
floorand send it to Trump. 
"At this point, we need to 
take the lead here in Con¬ 
gress in the hopes that we 
can show President Trump 
the sweet light of reason," 
Schumersaid. 

McConnell has dismissed 
the idea as a 'total non¬ 
starter" and a waste of 
time. 

Vice President Mike Pence 
and Acting Chief of Staff 
Mick Mulvaney were on 
the Hill Thursday. 

Mulvaney, a former mem¬ 
ber, wason the House floor 
during the vote forspeaker. 
Pence, who wason the Hill 
swearing in new senators 
for a few hours, had an 
impromptu, brief chat with 
Schumer, encouraging him 
to attend the Friday meet¬ 
ing at the White House. 
Trump has said the partial 
shutdown, which began 
Dec. 22, will last "as long as 
it ta kes" to get the fund ing 
he wa nts.Q 
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The president has tangled 
often with Pelosi and is sure 
to do so again with Demo¬ 
crats controlling the House, 
but he said, "I think it'll be a 
little bit different than a lot 
of people are thinking." 

As night fell, the House 
quickly got to work on the 
partial government shut¬ 
down, which was winding 
up Day 13 with Trump de¬ 
manding billions in Mexi¬ 
can border wall funding to 
bring it to an end. Before 
midnight on Congress' first 
day, Democrats planned 
to approve legislation to 
re-open the government 
— but without the $5.6 bil¬ 
lion in wall money, which 
means it has no chance in 
the Republican Senate. 

The new Congress is like 
none other. There are more 
women than ever before, 
and a new generation of 
Muslims, Latinos, Native 
Americans and African- 
Americans is creating a 
House more aligned with 
the population of the Unit¬ 
ed States. However, the Re¬ 
publican side in the House 
is still made up mostly of 
white men, and in the Sen¬ 
ate Republicans bolstered 
their ranks in the majority. 

In a nod to the moment, Pe¬ 
losi, the first female speaker 
who reclaimed the post 
she lost to the GOP in 2011, 
broadly pledged to make 
C o ng re ss wo rk fo r a II Ameri¬ 
cans — addressing kitchen 
table issues at a time of 
deep economic chum — 
even as her party readies 
to challenge Trump with in¬ 
vestigations and subpoena 
powers that threaten the 
White House agenda. 

Pelosi promised to "restore 
integrity to government" 
and outlined an agenda 
'to lower health costs and 
prescription drug prices 
and protect people with 
pre-existing medical con¬ 
ditions; to increase pay- 
checksby rebuilding Amer¬ 
ica with green and modem 
infrastructure from sea to 
shining sea." 

The day unfolded as one 
of both celebration and 
impatience. Newly elected 
lawmakers arrived, often 
with friends and families in 
tow, to take the oath of of¬ 
fice and pose for ceremo¬ 
nial photos. Then they swift¬ 
ly turned to the shutdown. 
Vice President Mike Pence 


swore in newly elected sen¬ 
ators, but Senate Republi- 
cansunderMajority Leader 
Mitch McConnell had no 
plansto considerthe House 
bills unless Trump agreed to 
sign them into law. That en¬ 
sured the shutdown would 
continue, clouding the first 
days of the new session. 
McConnell said that Re¬ 
publicans have shown the 
Senate is 'fertile soil for big, 
bipartisan accomplish¬ 
ments," but that the ques¬ 
tion is whether House Dem- 
ocratswill engage in "good 
governance or political 
performance art." 

It's a time of stark national 
political division that some 
analysts say is on par with 
the Civil War era. Battle 
lines are drawn not just 
between Democrats and 
Republicans but within the 
parties themselves, splin¬ 
tered by their left and right 
flanks. 

Pelosi defied history in re¬ 
turning to the speaker's of¬ 
fice after eight years in the 
minority, overcoming inter¬ 
nal opposition from Demo¬ 
crats demanding a new 
generation of leaders. She 
will be the first to rega in the 
gavel since Sam Rayburn 
of Texas in 1955. 

Putting Pelosi's name for¬ 
ward for nomination, Rep. 
Hakeem Jeffries of New 
York, the incoming Demo¬ 
cratic caucus chair, re¬ 
counted her previous ac¬ 
complishments -- passing 
the Affordable Care Act, 
helping the country out of 
the Great Recession ~ as 
preludes to her next ones. 
He called her leadership 
"unparalleled in modem 
American history." 

One Democrat, Rep. Bren¬ 
da Lawrence of Michigan, 
cast her vote for Pelosi "on 
the shoulders of women 
who marched 100 years 
ago" for women's suffrage. 
Newly elected Rep. Lucy 
McBath of Georgia, an an¬ 
ti-gun violence advocate, 
dedicated hers to her slain 
teenage son,J ordan Davis. 
As speaker, Pelosi will face 
challenges from the party's 
robust wing of liberal new¬ 
comers, including 29-year- 
old New Yorker Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez, who has ris¬ 
en to such prominence she 
is already known around 
the Capitol — and on her 
prolific social media ac¬ 
counts— by the nickname 
"AOC." California Rep.

Brad Sherman introduced 
articles of impeachment 
against Trump, though 
for now the measures are 
largely symbolic. 
Republicans face theirown 
internal battles as they de¬ 
cide how closely to tie their 
political fortunes to Trump. 
House GOP leader Kevin 
McCarthy's name was put 
into nomination forspeaker 
by his party's caucus chair, 
Rep. Liz Cheney of Wyo¬ 
ming, the daughter of the 
former vice president. He 
faced six "no" votes from his 
now-shrunken GOP minor¬ 
ity. 

As McCarthy passed the 
gavel to Pelosi he said vot¬ 
ers wonder if Congress is 
"still capable" of solving 
problems, and said this pe¬ 
riod of divided government 
is "no excuse for grid lock." 
One office remains disput¬ 
ed as the House refused to 
seat Republican Mark Har¬ 
ris of North Carolina amid 
an investigation by state 
election officials of irregu¬ 
larities in absentee ballots 
from the November elec¬ 
tion. 

Many GOP senators are 
up for re-election in 2020 in 
states where voters have 
mixed views of Trump's 
performance in the White 
House. 


Trump, whose own bid for 
2020 already is underway, 
faces potential challenges 
from the ranks of Senate 
Democrats under Chuck 
Schumer. 

The halls of the Capitol 
were bustling with arriv¬ 
als, children in the arms 
of many new lawmakers. 
Visitor galleries included 
crooner Tony Bennett and 
rock legend Mickey Hart, 
both guests of Pelosi. In¬ 
coming White House Chief 
of Staff Mick Mulvaney, a 
former congressman, sat 
with Republican leaders. 
Rep. Emanuel Cleaver, 
D-Mo., opened the House 
prayer asking at "a time 
fraught with tribalism at 


home and turbulence 
abroad" that lawmakers 
"become the architects of 
a kindlier nation." 
Overnight, Democratic 
Rep-elect llhan Omar of 
Minnesota tweeted a pic¬ 
ture with her family at the 
airport. The House rules 
were being changed to 
allow Omar, who is Mus¬ 
lim, to wear a head scarf 
on the chamber floor. She 
wrote, "23 years ago, from 
a refugee camp in Kenya, 
my father and I arrived at 
an airport in Washington 
DC. Today, we return to 
that same airport on the 
eve of my swearing in as

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Or- 

rin Hatch ended his tenure 
Thursday as the longest- 
serving Republican senator 
in history, capping a unique 
career that positioned him 
as one of the most promi¬ 
nent conservatives in the 
United States 

The departure ofthe vocal 
supporterof President Don¬ 
ald Trump ushers in another 
outsized Utah voice with a 
very different take on the 
president: Mitt Romney, 
whose renewed criticism 
of Trump is already making 
waves. Romney was sworn 
in to the U.S. Senate seat 
from which Hatch is retiring 
after four decades and at 
the height of his power. 

A staunch conservative 
who wasn't afraid to cross 
the aisle, Hatch teamed 
with Democrats to pass 
the Americans with Disabili¬ 
ties Act and the Children's 
Health Insurance Program 
for low-income kids. He 
also championed GOP is¬ 
sues like abortion limits 
and played a major role in 
shaping the U.S. Supreme 
Court, including defending 


Clarence Thomas against 
sexual harassment allega¬ 
tions during confirmation 
hearings. 

In recent years, the 84-year- 
old helped pass a federal 
tax overhaul, pushed for 
Trump's divisive decision 
to downsize two national 
monuments in Utah and 


called fora return to an era 
of political civility. 

Hatch, who did not agree 
to an interview with The 
Associated Press after sev¬ 
eral requests over the last 
month, was a fresh-faced 
trial lawyer from the tiny 
Utah community of Pitts¬ 
burg when he narrowly up¬ 


set Democratic Sen. Frank 
Moss in 1976. 

He was a newcomer who 
appealed to the right wing 
of the Republican Party, 
University of Utah politi¬ 
cal science professor Tim 
C ha mb less said. His candi¬ 
dacy got a boost from an 
endorsement by another 
conservative rising star, 
Ronald Reagan. 

After Hatch took office, he 
quickly secured a place on 
the Senate J udiciary Com¬ 
mittee, where he would 
serve for decades. He has 
participated in the confir¬ 
mation hearings of every 
current Supreme Court jus¬ 
tice, including the conten¬ 
tious ones of Thomas and 
Brett Kavanaugh. 

The senator famously de¬ 
fended Thomas during 
confirmation hearings by 
reading aloud from 'The 
Exorcist" to suggest Anita 
Hill lifted details of her sex¬ 
ual harassment allegations 
from the horror book. 

But Hatch also recom¬ 
mended President Bill Clin¬ 
ton name Ruth BaderGins- 
burg, a liberal, to the court. 
"Few senators can claim 
a fraction ofthe influence 
of Orrin Hatch on the di¬ 
rection and makeup of 
the United States Supreme 
Court," George Washing¬ 
ton University law professor 
Jonathan Turley said in an 
email. 

Hatch, who learned to box 


as a child and later made 
friends with Muhammad 
Ali, didn't back down from 
rhetorical battles but also 
formed friendships with po¬ 
litical opponents, particu¬ 
larly the late Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy. He highlight¬ 
ed his ability to work with 
Democrats in a short-lived 
campaign for president in 
2000. 

He joined with Kennedy on 
the America ns with Disabili¬ 
ties Act as well as the $24 
billion children's insurance 
program. When the liberal 
icon died in 2009, Hatch 
said they "were like fighting 
brothers." 

But Hatch strongly opposed 
President Barack Obama's 
signature health care law 
and more actively courted 
the conservative wing of his 
party after his colleague, 
Sen. Bob Bennett, wasoust- 
ed in a tea party wave in 
2012. 

Hatch would later use his 
clout to help Trump push 
a major GOP tax overhaul 
and cheer the president's 
decision to downsize the 
Bea rs Ea rs a nd G ra nd Sta ir- 
case national monuments 
in a win for state Republi¬ 
cans. 

The senator also made 
waves in copyright law, 
helping make it a crime to 
illegally download music at 
a time when it was consid¬ 
ered a serious threat to the 
music industry. Hatch is a 
songwriter himself, and one 
of his tunes went platinum 
after appearing on a com¬ 
pilation of Christian pop 
music. 

A member of the Mormon 
church, Hatch hassaid leg¬ 
islation protecting religious 
freedom is his greatest ac¬ 
complishment. 

He has called for lawmak¬ 
ers to find ways to allow 
people to practice their 
faith while shielding the LG- 
BTC? community from dis¬ 
crimination. 

In his farewell speech last 
month, Hatch bemoaned 
the disappearance of polit¬ 
ical civility and challenged 
his colleagues to workcon- 
structively for the good of 
the country.

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Govemorc a Ms off planned shutdown of NYC subway line

NEW YORK (AP) — Nearly 
a quarter-million New York¬ 
ers who for years dreaded 
"L-mageddon," a planned 
15-month shutdown of a 
key subway tunnel be¬ 
tween Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, got a last-minute 
reprieve from the governor 
Thursday with a new plan 
that will allow repairs to go 
on at nightsand weekends 
and keep the trains run¬ 
ning. 

Gov. And new Cuomo made 
the surprise announcement 
just weeks after convening 
a panel of top engineer¬ 
ing experts to take another 
look at the L train tunnel 
beneath the East River to 
see if there wasa way to fix 
flood damage from 2012's 
Superstorm Sandy without 
doing as much demolition 
and disrupting so many 
lives. Turns out, there was. 
'This was an outside-the- 
box, creative solution," 
said Cuomo, a Democrat, 
at a news conference an¬ 
nouncing the new plan. He 
was flanked by engineer¬ 
ing experts from Colum¬ 
bia and Cornell universities 
who dreamed up the pro¬ 
posal. 'You have to be will¬ 
ing to think outside the box 
orbreakthe box." 

While many were relieved 
by the announcement, 
some wondered whether 
the last-minute change 
had been full thought 
through. 

The announcement came 
after years of planning for 
the upheaval expected to 
be caused by the tunnel's 
closure, which was sup¬ 
posed to happen in April. 
Brooklynites had already 
begun rearranging their 
lives for the expected "L- 
pocalypse," with some 
changing jobs or apart¬ 
ments to avoid the looming 
commuting snarls 


The original plan, adopted 
by the Metropolitan Trans 
portation Authority after 
lengthy public debate, had 
called fora complete shut¬ 
down of a portion of the 
L line for 15 months while 
workers repaired damage 
from Sandy, when salty, 
corrosive water flooded 7 
miles (11 kilometers) of the 
tube. 

The plan called for replac¬ 
ing old electrical equip¬ 
ment by removing a dam¬ 
aged concrete benchwall 
that lines the tunnel and 
encasespowercables. The 
cables would then have 
been replaced and the 
wall rebuilt, in a labor-inten¬ 
sive process. 

The newplancallsforinstall- 
ing cables on racks along 
the inside of the tunnels, 
and leaving the old cables 
where they are. The old 
concrete benchwall would 
stay too, encased in a pro¬ 
tective fiber-reinforced 
polymer, where necessary, 
orpatched. 

Not having to take out 
and replace the old wall 
cuts down on cost and 
time, officials said. And 
the new plan could be ac¬ 
complished with night and 
weekend work instead of a 
shutdown. 

Asked about the plan at 
an unrelated news confer¬ 
ence with police, New York 
City Mayor Bill de Blasio 
said his administration had 
only gotten initial informa¬ 
tion, but "anything that 
a vo ids disruption Ifavorob- 
viously and a lot of people 
in Brooklyn, a lot of people 
in Manhattan have been 
really worried about the L 
train shutdown." 

"So, if there is a plan that 
can be better for the peo¬ 
ple of our neighborhoods, 
that's great, but I want to 
reserve any further judg¬ 
ment until I hear more," he 
said. 


Those who would have 
been hardest hit were over¬ 
joyed with the news. 

"I think we averted a disas¬ 
ter," said Robert Stone, 69, 
who was riding an L train 
to his home near the Third 
Avenue stop in Manhattan. 
'This line is full, it's one of 
the most on-time lines of a II 
the subways and I believe 
this is the right solution, not 
to shut it down. I think it's a 
greatthing." 

Shanice Brown, who man¬ 
ages the Goorin Bros hat 
store in Williamsburg that 
depends on the L train to 
bring in customers and em¬ 
ployees, said the change in 
plans is a big relief. Brown 
said she had been worried 
about what the shutdown 
would mean for business, 
and whether the alterna¬ 
tives the MTA had pro¬ 
posed in terms of buses, fer- 
riesand other subway lines 
would have worked. 

"It didn't feel very secure at 
all," she said. "It was going 


to be very trial-and-error." 
Some are questioning, 
however, if the new plan is 
truly the best option. 

"The governor's plan may 
or may not work, but you'll 
pardon transit riders forbe- 
ing skeptic a I that a last-min¬ 
ute Hail Mary idea cooked 
up over Christmas is better 
than what the MTA came 
up with over three years 
of extensive public input," 
said J ohn Raskin, executive 
director of the Riders Alli¬ 
ance, a transit advocacy 
group. 'We need a full pub¬ 
lic release of the details of 
GovemorCuomo'sidea, as 
well asthe mitigation plans 
that will allow hundreds of 
thousands of L train riders 
to get around during the 
inevitable shutdowns and 
slowdowns in service." 

The Lline is one of the city's 
most crowded, running 
through neighborhoods like 
Williamsburg and Bushwick 
that have become major 
draws for young people 


and the businessesthatca¬ 
ter to them, like restaurants 
and bars. Since 1990, rider- 
ship has vastly increased, 
with about 400,000 rides on 
an average day. Of those, 
more than half go through 
the tunnel. 

The agency could have 
gone with a three-year par¬ 
tial shutdown, but the MTA 
decided in mid-2016 that 
it would be betterto close 
the Canarsie Tube com¬ 
pletely starting in the spring 
of 2019. That called for L 
train service at five stops in 
Manhattan to be halted, 
a swell a strains thro ugh the 
tunnel. The line would con¬ 
tinue to operate among 
Brooklyn neighborhoods. 
MTA Acting Chairman 
Fernando Ferrer called 
the new plan "an innova¬ 
tive and more efficient 
approach" and said the 
agency, which operates in 
the city and its suburbs but 
is controlled by the gover¬ 
nor, would adopt it in full.Q

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Over 
the past four months, Ro¬ 
man Catholic dioceses 
across the U.S. have re¬ 
leased the names of more 
than 1,000 priests and oth¬ 
ers accused of sexually 
abusing children in an un¬ 
precedented public reck¬ 
oning spurred at least in 
part by a shocking grand 
jury investigation in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, an Associated Press 
review has found. 

Nearly 50 dioceses and re¬ 
ligious orders have publicly 
identified child-molesting 
priests in the wake of the 
Pennsylvania report issued 
in mid-August, and 55 more 
have announced plans to 
do the same over the next 
few months, the AP found. 
Together they account for 
more than half of the na¬ 
tion's 187 dioceses. 

The review also found that 
nearly 20 local, state or 
federal investigations, ei¬ 
ther criminal or civil, have 
been launched since the 
release of the grand jury 
findings. Those investiga¬ 
tions could lead to more 
names and more damn¬ 
ing accusations, as well as 
fines against dioceses and 
court-ordered safety mea¬ 
sures. 

"People saw what hap¬ 
pened in these parishes 
in Pennsylvania and said, 
That happened in my par¬ 
ish too. 1 They could see the 
immediate connection, 
and they are demanding 
the same accounting,"said 
Tim Lennon, national presi¬ 
dent of the board of the 
Survivors Network of those 
Abused by Priests, orSNAP. 
The recently disclosed ac¬ 
cusations date back six or 
seven decades in some 
cases, with the oldest from 
the 1910sin Louisiana. Most 
of the priests were long 
ago removed from ministry. 
An AP examination found 
that more than 60 percent 
are dead. In most cases, 
the statute of limitations for 
bringing criminal charges 
orsuing has run out. 
Nevertheless, advocates 
say exposing molesters 
nearly two decades after 
the scandal first erupted 
in Boston in 2002 is an en¬ 
couraging step, in part 
because it gives some vic¬ 


tims a sense of vindication 
after decades of official 
silence or denials. Also, it 
could increase pressure 
on dioceses to set up vic¬ 
tims' compensation funds, 
as the church has done in 
Pennsylvania already. And 
it could result in the remov- 
al of molesters from posi¬ 
tions outside the church 
that give them access to 
children. 

'This is a milestone. We are 
getting closer and closer 
to what this ought to be, 
the true coming to terms 
that would have to be at 
a national level," said Joe 
McLean, who filed a lawsuit 
with other victims seeking 
to compel the U.S. Confer¬ 
ence of Catholic Bishops 
to release files on alleged 
abusers nationwide. 

The Pennsylvania investiga¬ 
tion , led by state Attorney 
GeneralJ osh Shapiro, iden¬ 
tified nearly 300 "predator 
priests" dating back seven 
decades and accused 
church leaders of covering 
up for the abuses, in some 
cases by returning priests 
to duty after short stays in 
treatment centers or reas¬ 
signing them. Advocates 
said the report had big im¬ 
pact because it was the 
largest to date in scope, 
encompassing most of the 
state. 

Victims' advocates and 
others, including some 
church officiaIs, said the re¬ 


po rt wa s la rg e ly re sp o nsib le 
for the urgency now be¬ 
ing shown by the church. 
Many bishops cited those 
findingsand otherscandals 

— including the resignation 
over the summer of Wash¬ 
ington Archbishop Theo¬ 
dore McCanick, accused 
of groping an altar boy in 
the 1970s — in their letters 
to theircongregations 
The biggest list of names 
has come from the J esuits 
West Province, a religious 
order that encompasses 
nine Western states. It iden¬ 
tified 111 priests The New 
Orleans Archdiocese and 
the Diocese of Syracuse, 
New York, named 61 and 
57 respectively. The Great 
Falls-Billings, Montana, Dio¬ 
cese disclosed 47 names, 
including those of a few 
nuns, while the Los Ange¬ 
les Archdiocese reported 
more than 50from the past 
decade orso. 

Some dioceses, like Peoria, 
Illinois, released only names 
with no information on the 
allegations or the church's 
response. Others detailed 
suchthingsasparish assign¬ 
ments, numbers and dates 
of allegations — including 
an Omaha priest with 20 to 
35 accusationsagainst him 

— and attempts at treat¬ 
ment, restriction and pun¬ 
ishment. And more names 
could be coming in places 
where attorneys general 
have launched statewide 


investigations such as New 
J ersey, New York, Nebraska, 
Florida and Delaware, or in 
cities like Houston or Chey¬ 
enne, Wyoming, where lo¬ 
cal prosecutors are look¬ 
ing into individual priests. 
In his Christmas address last 
month, Pope Franc is made 
an unprecedented call for 
priests who had abused 
children to turn themselves 
in and vowed the church 
will "neveragain" hide their 
crimes. The world's bish¬ 
ops will hold a summit at 
the Vatican next month to 
forge a comprehensive re¬ 
sponse to the crisis. 

The U.S. bishops adopted 
new reporting procedures 
and other reforms after the 
furor in Boston but held off 
on any further measures 
recently at the direction 
of the Vatican. The bish¬ 
ops are holding a retreat 
outside Chicago starting 
Wednesday for "prayer 
and reflection" upon the 
scandal. Messages left by 
the AP seeking comment 
from conference officials 
were not returned. 

In the 16 years between 
the Boston scandal and 
the Pennsylvania investi¬ 
gation, only about 30 dio¬ 
ceses around the country 
had released lists of priests 
they deemed credibly 
accused of abuse. Most 
of those dioceses came 
clean because they were 
forced to do so by lawsuits 


or bankruptcy filings Some 
diocesesdeclined to name 
any deceased priests, 
since they could not de¬ 
fend themselves, and some 
would not identify any cler¬ 
gy members at all. 

Now, 13 dioceses have 
hired outside consultants 
including FBI agents and 
former judges to review 
their files, and dioceses 
that had previously been 
secretive are coordinating 
to release statewide lists in 
such places as Texas and 
New J ersey. 

Bishop Anthony B. Taylor 
of the Uttle Rock Diocese 
in Arkansas disclosed the 
names of 12 priests in Sep¬ 
tember and announced 
the hiring of a consultant to 
review diocesan files 
'The Pennsylvania grand 
jury report kind of helped 
us firm up our decision to 
move forward with what 
we were doing. It affected 
the timing rather than the 
decision," Taylor said. 

In October, the pope ac¬ 
cepted the resignation of 
Cardinal Donald Wueri, 
archbishop of Washington, 
D.C., afterhe wasaccused 
in the report of mishandling 
some allegations of abuse 
against priests and others 
while bishop of Pittsburgh 
from 1988 to 2006. 

The report is also credited 
with spurring an uptick in 
victims contacting support 
networks or law enforce¬ 
ment. Pe n nsylva n ia's c le rg y 
abuse hotline has received 
more than 1,400 new alle¬ 
gations since August, and 
Lennon said there hasbeen 
a dramatic increase in vic¬ 
tims reaching out to SNAP. 
While praising the release of 
names, many experts said 
the lists are often incom¬ 
plete. Terence McKieman, 
co-director of BishopAc- 
countability.org, which has 
tracked abuse for more 
than a decade, said many 
dioceses have left off 
names of known abusers 
his group has published in 
itsonline database. 

"It's not enough," agreed 
Pennsylvania's Shapiro. "I 
do not believe that the 
church iscapable of polic¬ 
ing itself though. They need 
outside forces, ideally law 
enforcement, to hold them 
accountable.'□

19-year-old pregnant wom¬ 
an, hertoddlerand a man 
all drowned when theircar 
crashed into a Milwaukee 
river while police were pur¬ 
suing them as suspects in 
two armed robberies. 
Autopsy results released 
Thursday found the wom¬ 
an, Shannon Nehmer, 
was several weeks preg¬ 
nant and that 29-year-old 
Charles Barefield was driv¬ 
ing the car. Police believe 
he wasNehmeris boyfriend. 
The toddler was Nehmeris 
2-year-old daughter, An¬ 
na melia Hernandez. 

Police officers had initiated 
a traffic stop Monday eve¬ 
ning because the Chevy 
Trailblazer Ba refield was 
driving matched the de¬ 
scription of a car used in 
two armed robberies ear- 
lierthat day. When the car 
fled, police chased it, but 
the driver lost control and 
the SUV ended up in the 
Kinnickinnic River. 

The body of Nehmer was 
recovered from the wa¬ 
ter that night and she was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. Divers found the 
bodies of the toddler and 
Ba refield on Tuesday after¬ 
noon afterthe SUV was re¬ 
moved from the water. 

The Milwaukee County 
Medical Examiner said 
Thursday that they all died 
from asphyxia due to fresh¬ 


water drowning. Police 
Capt. William Beauchene 
said the vehicle was sub¬ 
merged in 30 feet (9 me¬ 
ters) of water. 

The Wisconsin State Patrol 
is investigating the crash 
and whether adverse road 
conditions or drugs played 
a role in the deaths 
Beauchene said the first 
robbery happened at 
about 7 p.m. Monday, 
when a man who was 
checking fluids under his 
car was approached by 
people who had climbed 
out of a black Chevy Trail- 
blazer. The man said they 
demanded money at gun¬ 
point and he was struck in 


the face before one of the 
suspects took his phone 
and everyone left. 

About 25 minutes later, two 
other people were robbed 
at gunpoint, Beauchene 
said. 

The robbery victims told 
police that they had been 
attacked by two men and 
a woman. Police say the 
third suspect is in custody 
a nd tha t investig a to rs ha ve 
recovered the gun used in 
the robberies.

ROME (AP) — North Ko¬ 
rea's top diplomat in Italy 
hasgone into hiding along 
with his wife, according to 
a South Korean lawmaker, 
raising the possibility of a 
defection of a senior North 
Korean official. 

The news came from South 
Korea's spy agency, which 
briefed lawmakers in Seoul 
on Thursday on the status 
of North Korea'sacting am¬ 
bassador to Italy, Jo Song 
G il. It sa id he went into hid¬ 
ing with his wife in Novem¬ 
ber before his posting to It¬ 
aly ended late that month. 
A high-profile defection by 
one of North Korea's elite 
would be a huge embar¬ 
rassment for leader Kim 
Jong Un as he pursues di¬ 
plomacy with Seoul and 
Washington and seeks to 
portray himself asa geopo¬ 
litical player. 

South Korean lawmaker 
Kim Min-ki said an official 
from Seoul's National In¬ 
telligence Service shared 
the information during a 
closed-door briefing. Kim 
did not say whetherthe spy 


agency revealed anything 
about Jo's current where¬ 
abouts or whether he had 
plans to defect to South 
Korea. 

Kim said the NIS said it has 
not been contacted byj o. 
According to Kim, the NIS 
offic ia I sa id J o a nd his wife 
left the official residence 
in early November, weeks 


before his term wasto end. 
Kim said he couldn't con¬ 
firm if the NIS official re¬ 
vealed whether Jo and his 
wife were accompanied 
by any children. The NIS 
earlier said it couldn't con¬ 
firm a South Korean media 
report that Jo was under 
Italian government protec¬ 
tion as he seeksasylum in a 
Western nation. 

North Korea has not yet 
commented on J o's status. 
An official with the Ital¬ 
ian Foreign Ministry said 
Thursday that J o hadn't re¬ 
quested asylum from Italy. 
The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity in 
line with standard practice, 
also said J o no longer held 
diplomatic status in Italy, 
presumably since his as¬ 
signment had ended. 
Without citing any sources, 
Italian daily La Repubblica 
raised the possibility that 
while the Foreign Minis¬ 
try was saying Jo hadn't 
sought asylum from Italy, 
that didn't rule out that the 
North Korean might have 
turned to other offices, 
such as Italian intelligence 
agencies for "assistance 
from Italy in order not to re¬ 
turn to his country." 

North Korea, which touts it¬ 
self as a socialist paradise, 
is extremely sensitive about 
defections, especially 
among its elite diplomatic 
corps, and has previously 
insisted that they are South 
Korean or U.S. plots to un¬ 


dermine its government. 
About 30,000 North Ko¬ 
reans have defected to 
South Korea since the end 
of the 1950-53 Korean War, 
according to South Korean 
government figures. 

Many defectors have said 
they wanted to leave North 
Korea's harsh political sys¬ 
tem and widespread pov¬ 
erty. North Korea often ac¬ 
cuses the South of deceiv¬ 
ing or paying people to 
defect, or claims that they 
have been kidnapped. 
North Korea may publicly 
ignore J o's possible defec¬ 
tion or hold back harsh 
criticism to avoid highlight¬ 
ing the vulnerability of its 
government as it tries to 
engage Washington and 
Seoul in negotiations, said 
Koh Yu-hwan, a North Ko¬ 
rea expert at Seoul's Dong- 
guk University. 

Jo had been North Ko¬ 
rea's acting ambassador 
to Rome after Italy ex¬ 
pelled then-Ambassador 
Mun J ong Nam in October 
2017 to protest a North Ko¬ 
rean nuclear test and long- 
range missile launch. 

Jo seemed comfortable 
moving around Italy. In 
March 2018, accompa¬ 
nied by another embassy 
official, Pak Myong Gil, he 
visited two factories in Ita¬ 
ly's northeastern Veneto re¬ 
gion with an eye on even¬ 
tual trade, according to La 
Tribuna di Treviso, a local 
daily. 


One factory produced 
bathroom furnishings and 
another made accessories 
from marble. The newspa¬ 
per quoted the local busi¬ 
nessmen asa ssuming at first 
the delegation consisted of 
South Koreans, not North 
Koreans, given the eco¬ 
nomic sanctions against 
North Korea. 

Among the Italia nsaccom- 
panying the North Koreans 
wasa formerltalian senator 
forwhat is now the League 
party, which in general op¬ 
poses economic embar¬ 
goes as bad for business. 
The politician, Valentino 
Perin, told AP he had spo¬ 
ken with J o ma ny times, in- 
cluding a bout preparations 
for the visit to the Veneto 
region. Perin said he last 
met with Jo on Sept. 5, at 
an official reception orga¬ 
nized by the North Korean 
embassy in Rome. 

Showing J o's businesscard, 
Perin said the North Korean 
was 'Very proud of his peo¬ 
ple and of hiscountry. 

The lastseniorNorth Korean 
diplomat known to have 
defected isThae Yong Ho, 
a former minister at the 
North Korean Embassy in 
London, who fled to South 
Korea in 2016. 

In an interview on South Ko¬ 
rean television, "Thae said 
he worked with J o for more 
than a decade in the North 
Korean Foreign Ministry's 
Europe bureau and thatj o 
had a child when Thae last 
saw him in 2013. 

Thae said Jo comes from 
a family of diplomats, with 
his father and father-in-law 
both serving as ambassa¬ 
dors. 

The embassy in Italy is 
critical for North Korea 
because it handles an¬ 
nual negotiations with the 
Rome-based World Food 
Program over aid to North 
Korea, Thae said. He also 
said Italy has been a hub 
for smuggling luxury items 
to the North Korean elite, 
and Jo would have been 
involved in those activities 
Thae said Jo would have 
been North Korea's main 
diplomat for the Vatican 
and would have also han¬ 
dled discussions involving 
a possible visit to the North 
by Pope Fra nc is if sue h ta Iks 
had taken place. □ 
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Croatia gives Israel deadline 
for sale of US-made F-16 jets

ZAGREB, Croatia (AP) - 

Croatia urged Israel on 
Thursday to overcome a 
rare disagreement with the 
United States and to con¬ 
firm it can carry through on 
a deal to sell 12 used Amer¬ 
ican-made fighter jets. 
Croatia's Defense Ministry 
said it needed an answer 
from Israel by Jan. 11 or 
the Balkan country's $500 
million order for a dozen 
F-16 aircraft would be can¬ 
celed. 

Israel made a tentative 
deal to sell the upgraded 
F-16 Barak fighters to Croa¬ 
tia in March pending U.S. 
approval for allowing the 
jets to go to a third party. 
The deal ran into trouble 
after the U.S. State De¬ 
partment hinted that Israel 
needs to strip off the up¬ 
grades that were added 
after Israel took delivery 
of the planes from the U.S. 
some 30yearsago. 

Israel upgraded the jets 
with sophisticated elec¬ 
tronic and radar systems, 
which was crucial in Croa¬ 
tia's decision to buy the 
planes from Israel rather 
than from the U.S. 

"If the p la nes a re not in a c - 
cordance with what we 


have agreed, the deal will 
not be earned out and we 
will have another purchase 
bid," Croatia's parliament 
speaker, Gordan Jandro- 
kovic, said. 

Relations between the 
Trump administration and 
Israel have been very 
close, particularly on de¬ 
fense issues. But the sale 
of the jets to Croatia ap¬ 
pears to be an exception. 
U.S. Sec reta ry of State M ike 
Pompeo and Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanya¬ 
hu met on Tuesday in Brazil 
but didn't agree on a way 
to end the impasse. 

"We are expecting final 
and clear stands from both 
Israel and the United States 
on this issue and then we 
will make a final decision," 
Croatian Prime Minister An- 
drej Plenkovic said. 
Croatian Defense Minister 
Damir Krsticevie said Thurs¬ 
day that Israel provided 
guarantees during the con¬ 
tract bidding process that 
U.S. officials would green- 
light the sale. 

'Can you imagine that 
we do not believe Israel?" 
Krstice vie asked. 

The controversy over the 
bid has triggered calls for 
the defense minister's resig¬ 
nation.

Search is on for containers 
lost off Dutch coast by ship

BERLIN (AP) — Authorities in 
Genoany and the Nether- 
la ndswere searching Thurs¬ 
day for up to 270 shipping 
containers lost at sea by 
a cargo ship caught in a 
storm, saying that a few of 
them are carrying hazard¬ 
ous material. A bag of the 
substance washed ashore 
on a Dutch island. 

The ship that lost the con¬ 
tainers, the MSC Toe, ar¬ 
rived in the Genoa n port of 
Bremerhaven early Thurs¬ 
day. The ship, which had 
last called at Sines, Portu¬ 
gal, lost part of its cargo 
Wednesday in a storm off 
the northern coast of the 
Netherlandsand Germany. 
Germany's Central Com¬ 


mand for Maritime Emer¬ 
gencies said authorities 
have established that 
three missing containers at 
most contained a danger¬ 
ous substance, but none of 
them has been found yet. 
The substance in question 
is an organic peroxide, a 
flammable and highly toxic 
compound. On Thursday, 
authorities in the Nether¬ 
lands said that one bag 
of peroxide had been 
washed ashore on Schier- 
monnikoog island. German 
authorities said that most of 
the containers located so 
far were in Dutch waters. 
Special ships equipped

CAIRO (AP) — Street 
protests against Sudan's 
President Omar al-Bashir 
show no sign of abating. 
A growing number of his 
former allies are clamoring 
for his departure. None of 
his friends in the region are 
stepping up to help. One 
of the Mideast's longest 
autocrats may be on the 
way out. 

But if al-Bashir, who came 
to power in a 1989 military 
coup, seeks to cling to 
power, it could mean 
greater violence and 
economic paralysis for 
Sudan and a new stage 
in a dark history of strife, 
military dictatorships and 
political polarization. 

Once Africa's largest 
nation, Sudan under al- 
Bashir was prominent on 
the world stage in the 1990s 
and 2000s for aII the wrong 
reasons 

It was the scene of a long 
civil war between the 
mostly C hristia n and a nimist 
south and the Muslim and 
Arabized north. It hosted 
Osama bin Laden in the 
early years of his jihadi 
movement that led to 
the creation of al-Qaida, 
landing Sudan a spot on 
the U.S. list of countries 
backing terrorism. 

In the 2000s, it was most 
known for the brutal 
repression of an uprising in its 
western Da rfurregion, when 
the pro-government militias 
known as the Janjaweed 
became notorious for 
atrocities and al-Bashir 
himself was indicted by the 
Internationa I Criminal Court 
for alleged war crimes and 
genocide. 

After the south gained 
independence in 2011 
in a referendum that al- 
Bashir agreed to in a 
peace treaty, Sudan lost 
a third of its territory and 
fell out of the international 
spotlight. In the years since, 
it languished in increasing 
economic misery, 
lhat misery erupted 
several times into protests, 
each time put down by 
al-Bashir. He has tried to 
do the same in the latest 
unrest, sparked on Dec. 
19, initially over steep price 
rises and shortages Dozens 


have been reported killed, 
and al-Bashir has arrested 
opposition leaders, 

imposed emergency rule 
and curfews in multiple 
cities and suspended 
classes in schools and 
universities. 

Here is a look at Sudan's 
modem history and how 
recent events may shape 
its future: 

HOW DID SUDAN GET HERE? 

Since independence in 
1956, Sudan has bounced 
between tumultuous party 
politics and military rule, 
while trying to hold together 
a north and south joined 
under British colonialism. 
Southern rebels took up 
arms the year before 
independence, starting the 
first civil war. In 1958, the 
military seized power, ruling 
for six years until a wave 
of riots and strikes in 1964. 
Elections were held, and a 
series of governments took 
office, all of which failed to 
end the waroragree on a 
permanentcon stitutio n. 
Army officer Jaafar al- 
Nimeiri led another military 
coup in 1969. He dissolved 
parliament and outlawed 
political parties, starting 
16 years of authoritarian 
rule. He fended off several 
coup attempts, including 
one by Communists in 1971 
and anotherbyfollowersof 


Ima m a l-M a hd i, a messia nic 
religious figure from the late 
1800s. In 1972, he reached 
a peace deal ending the 
war in the south. 

The south relaunched its 
insurgency 11 years later 
and the guerillas' ranks 
swelled when al-Nimeiri 
introduced Islamic Shariah 
law.Aftera popularuprising, 
the military removed al- 
Nimeiri in 1985 and — in a 
rare move for the region 
— quickly handed power 
to an elected government. 
The dysfunctional 

administration lasted onlya 
few years until al-Bashir — a 
careerarmy officer— allied 
with Islamist hard-liners and 
toppled it in a coup. 

AL BASHIRS OWN MAKING? 

Bashihs 29 years in power 
will likely be remembered 
as the most oppressive in 
Sudan's modem history. 

He began by trying to 
militarily crush the southern 
rebellion. Predictably, it did 
not work. 

From Khartoum, his rule was 
based on his Islamist-military 
alliance, presenting himself 
as a leader of the 1990s 
wave of "political Islam" 
while building ties with 
violent jihad is. Using Islamist 
ideology as a rallying cry, 
al-Bashir created loyalist 
militias to protect his 
rule and built a political 


machine of businessmen 
and politicians that held 
a lock on power and 
amassed massive wealth in 
the impoverished nation. 

His renewed imposition 
of Islamic law alienated 
many and tore apart the 
social fabric of a country 
with a rich religious and 
ethnic composition. His use 
of Islamic militias in Darfur 
made him an international 
pariah. Partly trying to 
salvage his standing, he 
signed the peace deal with 
the south. 

But as it gained 
independence, the south 
took with it three quarters 
of Sudan's oil resources, 
leaving the north without 
an economic engine. 
Since then, al-Bashir's 
main priorities have been 
keeping his lock on power 
while floundering for ways 
to repair the economy. He 
has manipulated shifting 
international alliances, 
playing regional powers 
against each other in 
hopes of financial aid and 
investment. 

His relations with Egypt, 
Sudan's powerful neighbor 
to the north, are a case in 
point. Sudan has sided with 
Ethiopia in a dispute with 
Egypt over an Ethiopian 
dam being built, seen by 
Cairo as a threat to its 
share of Nile River water 


— and al-Bashir stoked an 
old border dispute with 
Egypt. But then he had to 
quickly try mend relations 
with Egypt after Sudan's 
economic crisis worsened 
with the devaluation of its 
currency in October. 
Al-Bashir has a Iso cultivated 
oil-rich Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates, 
receiving extensive aid 
after he sent troops to 
Yemen to fight alongside 
the two against Shiite 
Houthi rebels But their trust 

— and Egypt's—has been 
undermined by his wooing 
of their rivals, Qatar, Turkey 
and Iran. 

WHAT ARE AL-BASHIR'S 
OPnONS? 

Al-Bashihs domestic 

alliances have shown signs 
of crumbling in the face 
of the latest protests. Ihe 
military and police are 
sitting on the fence. Political 
groups, including Islamists 
who were once allied with 
his National Congress Party 
have joined street calls for 
him to step down. 

Those defections 

undermine al-Bashihs 
faltering response to the 
crisis, which he has tried 
to depict as a struggle 
against secularists backed 
by Western plots aimed at 
wrecking Sudan's Islamist 
"experiment." He has used 
religious rhetoric, telling 
a public struggling to get 
by that God will provide 
and quoting Quran verses 
to security officials in an 
attempt to justify killing 
protestersHe hasoptionsfor 
political survival, but likely 
at the price of reducing 
his powers. He formed an 
investigation committee 
that could try to give him 
coverby prosecuting some 
accused of using lethal 
force against protesters or 
indicting businessmen and 
politicians for manipulated 
the market for personal 
gain. He may also try 
bringing politicalrivaIsintoa 
new, inclusive government, 
orannounce he will not run 
in elections set for 2020. 

But he also may dig in, 
forcing the military and 
police to choose whether 
to back him ortum against 
him definitively, prompting

Ihailand braces for powerful storm at southern beac h towns

NAKHON SI 1HAMMARAT, 
Ihailand (AP) — Thai au¬ 
thorities suspended ferry 
servicesand began evacu- 
ationsThursday ahead ofa 
powerful tro p ic a I storrn tha t 
is expected to pound the 
Southeast Asian nation's 
famed southern beach re¬ 
sorts during a peak tourism 
season. 

Rain was already falling 
around the Gulf of Thai¬ 
land and officials warned 
that torrential downpours, 
strong winds and rough 
seas were expected in 16 
provinces when Tropical 
Storm Pabuk makes its ex¬ 
pected landfall late on Fri¬ 
day. 

There are fears that the 
storm will be the worst to hit 
Thailand since 1989, when 
Typhoon Gay left more 
than 400 dead. A tropical 
storm in 1962 killed more 
than 900 people in the 
south. 

In an incident possibly relat¬ 
ed to the storm, a Russian 
tourist in Koh Samui died 
Wednesday as he tried to 
rescue his daughter, who 
was struggling in strong 
surf. Thai PBS television re¬ 
ported that the daughter 
survived but her father lost 
consciousness after being 
tossed against some rocks 
and couldn't be revived by 
rescuers. 

Thailand's Meteorological 
Department said the storm 
will lash southern Thailand's 
east coast from Thursday 
to Saturday, with the two 
provinces of Surat Thani 
and Nakhon Si Thammarat 
expected to be hardest 
hit. Surat Thani is home to 
the popular tourist islands 
of Koh Samui, Koh Tao and 
Koh Phangan. 

Amy trucks were driving 
around remote seaside 
areas in Nakhon Si Tham¬ 
marat on Thursday eve¬ 
ning, searching for strag-

glerswho had notyetbeen 
evacuated. 

'We have prepared three 
shelters and currently have 
about 1,000 people in 
them," said loca I officiaI Kri- 
a ng sa k Ra ksritho ng. 

Fishing is another major 
industry in the south, and 
small boat owners were 
heeding the warning. 
Many dragged theirvessels 
ashore, attaching ropes 
to the boats and having 
friends help tug them on to 
beaches. 

The Meteorological De¬ 
partment said the storm 
was moving west into the 
Gulf of Thailand with maxi¬ 
mum winds of 65 kilometers 
(40 miles) per hour, and 
that waves 3 to 5 meters 
(10 to 16 feet) high were 
possible in the Gulf of Thai¬ 
land, and 2 to 3 meters (6 
to 10 feet) high in the An¬ 
daman Sea on the west 
coast. It warned of strong 
winds and storm surges on 
the gulf side and said all 
ships should stay berthed 
on land through Saturday. 
'There will be heavy rainfall 
and we have to prepared 
for flooding or an impact 
on transportation," Prime 
Minister Prayuth Chan- 


ocha said. 'We are ready 
ourselves, but if the rainfall 
is high we will need some 


time to resolve problems." 
He later held a video con¬ 
ference with the governors 


of the 16 provinces to dis¬ 
cuss preparations for the 
emergency, including dig¬ 
ging drainage canals to 
run off floodwaters, mobiliz¬ 
ing rescue vehicles, order¬ 
ing all boats to be docked, 
and readying medical fa- 
c ilities. 

Southern Thailand's tour¬ 
ist industry is a huge mon¬ 
eymaker, and authorities 
have become particularly 
sensitive to visitors' safety 
since last July, when 47 
Chinese tourists drowned 
when the boat they were 
on sank in rough seas near 
the popularresort of Phuket 
in the Andaman Sea. 

On Samui island, beach 
guards hoisted red flags to 
wam people to stay out of 
the sea. Police patrolled 
beaches, although many 
were almost deserted.□

KINSHASA, Congo (AP) 

— The Catholic church in 
Congo announced Thurs¬ 
day its data show a clear 
winner in Sunday's presi¬ 
dential election, and it 
called on the electoral 
commission to publish the 
true results in "respect of 
truth and justice." 

The church, a powerful 
voice in the heavily Catho¬ 
lic nation, deployed some 
40,000 electoral observers 
but could not say who the 
clear winner appeared to 
be, as Congo's electoral 
regulations forbid anyone 
but the electoral commis¬ 
sion to announce results. 
Observers have reported 
multiple irregularities as the 
vast, mineral-rich Central 
African country voted for 
a successor to departing 
President Joseph Kabila. 
Ihiscould be its first peace¬ 
ful, democratic transfer 
of power since indepen¬ 
dence from Belgium in 
1960. 

The ruling party loyalist 


whom Kabila put forward 
as his preferred successor, 
Emmanuel Ramazani Sha¬ 
dary, already has said he 
expected to win, while poll¬ 
ing before the election had 
top opposition candidate 
Martin Fayulu ahead. 

The electoral commission's 
president said it had col¬ 
lected resultsfrom a bout 20 
percent of polling stations, 


while some Congolese ex¬ 
pressed doubt that the first 
results would be released 
on Sunday asexpected. 
"We are working hard to 
announce them as soon 
as possible," Corneille Nan- 
gaa said. 

The internet remained 
blocked in the country in 
an apparent attempt by 
the government to calm 


speculation about the re¬ 
sults. 

The United States urged 
Congo to release accurate 
results and restore internet 
access, warning that those 
who undermine the demo¬ 
cratic process could face 
U.S. sanctions The State 
Department noted the re¬ 
ported troubles on election 
day and said results should 


be compiled transparently, 
with observers present, so 
that the votes of millions of 
people "were not cast in 
vain." 

The internet outage has 
hampered the election ob¬ 
servers' work. No Western 
election observers were 
invited to watch the vote, 
which was meant to occur 
in late 2016, after Congo's 
government was annoyed 
at international pressure 
amid concerns that Kabila 
wastrying to stay in power. 
'The decision to cut internet 
and text messages ham¬ 
pered the transmission of 
data from the field," said 
Cyrille Ebotoko, technical 
supervisor of the Catholic 
church's observer mission. 
"It delayed our work by 
three days and consider¬ 
ably increased the cost 
since everything had to be 
done by phone." 
Thirty-eight percent of the 
some 40,000 polling stations 
the mission observed were 
still missing electoral mate¬ 
rials more than three hours 
after polls opened on Sun¬ 
day, the mission said.Q 


Peru's attorney general reverses course on corruption probe

UMA, Peru (AP) — Pern's at¬ 
torney general on Wednes¬ 
day reversed hisdismissalof 
the lead investigators in a 
sweeping corruption probe 
into top officials, retreating 
in the face of a growing 
public outcry and a bid by 
the president that could re¬ 
move him from office. 
Attorney General Pedro 
Chavarry's announcement 
came just two days after 
he abruptly removed the 
prosecutors, a move that 
sparked street protests 
across Peru. 

The action threatened to 
derail the investigation into 
whether several former 
presidents and other high- 
ranking officials accepted 
money from the Brazilian 
construction giantOdebre- 
cht. 

Despite Chavarry's retreat, 
President Martin Vizcarra 
pressed forward with his 
plans to rebuild the attor¬ 
ney general's office. He 
urged lawmakers to de¬ 


clare an emergency in the 
office, which could pave 
the way for Chavarry's re¬ 
moval. 

Vizcarra walked down a 
Lima street to the congres¬ 
sional building to hand-de¬ 
liver the proposed legisla¬ 
tion, trailed by a crowd of 
roughly 2,000 supporters, a 
sign of his growing support 
among Peruvians tired of 
public corruption. 

He praised Chavarry's re¬ 


versal of course. 

"It is good that a decision 
under such scrutiny has 
been rectified," Vizcarra 
said after leaving Con¬ 
gress, but he added that 
he would pressforward with 
his drive to root out corrup¬ 
tion in the Public Prosecu¬ 
tor's Office. 

It was unclear when law¬ 
makers might take up the 
president's bill. 

Congress is controlled by 


the opposition party led by 
former first daughter Kei- 
ko Fujimori, who is among 
those being investigated. 
But she backed the presi¬ 
dent's proposal Wednes¬ 
day. 

The fight arose over the 
Brazilian construction firm 
Oderbrecht, which hasad- 
mitted in U.S. court filings 
to winning public works 
contracts by paying $800 
million in bribes to officials 
across Latin America, in¬ 
cluding $29 million in Peru. 
Chavarry reinstated chief 
prosecutor J ose Domingo 
Perez and the investigating 
team's fiscal coordinator, 
Rafael Vela. In December, 
they reached an agree¬ 
ment with Odebrecht ex¬ 
ecutives who said they 
would deliver documents 
exposing bribes made to 
offic ia Is. 

Prosecutors say the evi¬ 
dence is key to their cases 
against opposition led by 
p o we rfu I fo rme r first d a ug li¬ 
ter Keiko Fujimori and for¬ 
mer President Alan Garcia. 


The agreement wasdue to 
be signed in early J anuary. 
Chavarry made his surprise 
announcementofthe pros¬ 
ecutors' removal in the final 
hours of New Year's Eve. He 
said he removed Perez for 
questioning his election as 
attorney general and Vela 
forsupporting him. Chavar¬ 
ry also accused the pros¬ 
ecutors of blocking his re¬ 
quest for information on the 
Odebrecht case, and he 
said Perez had made state- 
mentscalling into doubt his 
objectivity. 

Prosecutors a Iso have pub¬ 
licly accused Chavany of 
having ties with criminal

A seat on the TUI Dream¬ 
liner was booked and a 
MooMbs staffer was sent 
for a round trip to the 
Netherlands on a mission 
to bring back the orange 
hats on time forthe Nieuw- 
jaarsduik. In the meantime, 
Unox had shipped off new 
hats to a temporarily stor¬ 
age location as they too 
would be closed for the 
holidays 

After a 12-hour flight the 
MooMba representative 
arrived in the Netherlands 
on Sunday December 
30th. After renting a vehi¬ 
cle big enough to cany on 
10 boxes, he arrived at the 
storage location to collect 
the hats laterthat day. The 
next flight back to Aruba 
would not leave until the 
31st, so in the early hours 
just 1 day before New Year 
he tookthe boxeswith hats 
to Amsterdam airport. But 
how to you get 10 boxes of 
hats with a weight of 80kg 
from the car rental cen¬ 
ter to the check in desk of 
TUI, about a 20 minutes' 
walk? That's where Lennie 
came in. Lennie is supervi¬ 
sor at the porter service of 
Amsterdam Airport and he 
was willing to clear his al¬ 
ready overly full schedule 
to carry the boxes to the 
check in area. He was so 
struck by the story that he 
even waived their fee. The 
look on the faces of the TUI 
ground crew wasmemora- 
ble when being confront¬ 
ed with 10 boxes of lug¬ 
gage forthe Aruba flight.

And so, 
it happened... about 1,500 
participated in the event, 
happy faces all around, 
orange Unox hats every¬ 
where to be seen. If they 
just knew the story behind 
the hats.

Pouter 
Makes up 
for missing

KAPALUA, Hawaii (AP) —

The victory assured Switzer¬ 
land's advancement, but 
Greece claimed a con¬ 
solation 2-1 victory when 
Maria Sakkari beat Belinda 
Bencic 6-3, 6-4 in women's 
singles. 

G reec e a Iso wo n the mixed 
doubles 4-3 (4), 2-4, 4-3 (3) 
in the Fast4 format. 

The 37-year-old Federer's 
precision went up against 
Tsitsipa s'powerin the first set 
of the men's singles match, 
and not much separated 
the two. Eight games were 


held at love. 

'There was very little un¬ 
forced errors and it was 
really good quality tennis," 
Federersaid. "Itcould have 
easily gone three sets. For 
me it is about maintaining 
a good level of play and I 
am happy with my game." 
Federer will be going fora 
record third Hopman Cup 
title when the Swiss team 
faces either host Australia 
or Germany in Saturday's 
final. 

"I will be excited to watch it 
tomorrow and see who we 
play in the final," Federer 
said. 'Thisformat lends itself 
to some exciting tennis" 
Federer lost only seven 
games in wins over Cam¬ 
eron Nome and Frances 
Tiafoe but found it tougher 
in his first match a gainst Ts¬ 
itsipas. 


Federertrailed 4-1 in the first 
tiebreaker before reeling 
off consecutive forehand 
winners to claw backinto it. 
Tsitsipas double-faulted at 
5-5 and Federer then won 
the set with an ace. 

The serve continued to dic¬ 
tate play until Federer had 


break points in the ninth 
and 11th games but was 
unable to convert. The 23- 
time Grand Slam cham¬ 
pion, however, raised his 
game in the tiebreakerwith 
a perfect drop shot to take 
a 6-3 lead. He closed it out 
shortly after.

'To do what he did ... was 
just terrific." 

The violation was failing to 
play a tournament where 
he had not been in the last 
four yea is. 

What got Poulter into this 
position waswinning. 

The PGA Tour has a policy 
that players who don't 
compete in 25 events must 
play a tournament where 
they haven't been in the 
last four years Life mem¬ 
bers (20 or more tour victo¬ 
ries) a nd vetera ns (45 yea rs 
or older) are exempt. Poul¬ 
ter is neither. 

The policy wasn't a prob¬ 
lem until the 42-year-old 
from England won the 
Houston Open. Suddenly, 
he waseligible forthe Mas¬ 
ters. His movement in the 
world ranking got him into 
the U.S. Open and British 
Open. The victory took him 
to No. 20 in the FedEx Cup, 
all but assuring him at least 
three playoff events. And 
it put him squarely in the 
mixto make the RyderCup 
team for Europe. 

'Winning was going to put 
me in default," Poultersaid. 
J ondan Spieth also violated 
the policy when he didn't

reach the Tour Champion¬ 
ship, and it received plenty 
of attention because the 
three-time major cham¬ 
pion carries plenty of star 
power. 

Poulter, however, was the 
first culprit, and he saw it 
coming not long after his 
Houston victory. He met 
with the tourat Hilton Head 
a weekafterthe Masters. 

"I told them, 'How do you 
want to go about it?' I'm 
going to be the first person, 
and it's going to be sensi¬ 
tive," Poulter said. "I want 


to give something back so I 
can fulfill an obligation." 

The actual penalty is un¬ 
clear, and it was badly 
misinterpreted, especially 
relating to Spieth. 

It falls under the "major 
penalty" category, which 
is a fine of at least $20,000 
and suspension from more 
than three tournaments

tournament regulations 
Poulter told the tour he 
would be at the Sentry 
Tournament of Champions 
forthe first time since 2013 
(it had been that long since 
his last tour victory), and 
stay an extra week for the 
Sony Open. 

'Thatwould ticktwo boxes," 
he said. 

And then he offered a day 
with tournament guests. 
The Wyndham Champion¬ 
ship was one Poulter could 
have played under normal 
circumstances, but that 
would have given him nine 
straight weeks leading up 
to the RyderCup. 

So he let Wyndham select 
who they wanted to send 
to Orlando, Florida. 

'We had a greattime,"Poul¬ 
tersaid. "I played nine holes 
with each group, we had a 
bite to eat, and a few of 
the guys wanted to see the 
carmuseumand my Ryder 
Cup office-homage. I took 
them through that."

There are Ryder Cup tro¬ 
phies (five of them for Poul¬ 
ter), letters from Arnold 
Palmer, 60 tour bags filled 
with clubs that he has used 
in his 20-year career, notes 
from when he taught ju- 
niorsasa fledgling club pro 
in England, and yardage 
books from a few signifi¬ 
cant moments. 

'The report we got back 
was it was an exception 
day," Pazdersaid. 

And so Poulter has paid his 
dues, devoting some eight 
hours of his time — and 
his home — to guests of a 
tournament he didn't play.

Changers' J ames looking to 
make bigger impact vs. Ravens

— Most rookies hit the figu¬ 
rative wall late in the sea¬ 
son as the rigors of a full 
first year in the NFL catch 
up quickly. Derwin James, 
though, still feels like he did 
at mid season. 

James will need to be at 
his best as the Los Ange¬ 
les C ha ngers meet the Ba I- 
timore Ravens in an AFC 
wild-card playoff game. 
Sunday's matchup comes 
two weeksafterthe Ravens 
posted a 22-10 victory. 

"I don't feel like it affects 
me because in high school 
and college I was active 
the whole year doing dif¬ 
ferent sports, so I feel like 
my body is acclimated to 
it,"J ames said. 'There have 
been some games where 
I have felt sore, but off the 
field I got the right treat¬ 
ment." 

James, who was the 17th 
overall pick in last April's 
NFLdraft, hasmade an im¬ 
mediate impact a cross the 
league. He led the team 
in tackles (105), becoming 
the first rookie in franchise 
history to have 100 or more 
stops. He also joined the 
Rams' Corey Littleton as the 
only players in the league 
with 100-plus tackles, three 
or more sacks (3.5) and 
three or more intercep¬ 
tions 


According to Pro Football 
Focus, James graded out 
as the fifth-best safety dur¬ 
ing the regular season, 
including second in pass 
coverage. WhatJ ameshas 
done to date has even sur¬ 
prised defensive coordina¬ 
tor G us Bradley, who had 
his share of talented young 
defensive backs when he 
wasat Seattle. 

'What he's brought to the 
table for us just as a skill- 
set and the flexibility it of¬ 
fers us, I mean, I can't say 
enough about it," Bradley 
said. "People talked about 
his energy, his fear and his 
love for the game, but I'd 
be lying if I said I thought it 
was to this level." 

Bradley has deployed 
J ames in a variety of roles 
depending on the oppo¬ 
nent. There have been 
some weeks where he has 
played mostly in the box 
to support the run defense 
and others where his cov¬ 
erage skills have been used 
to play the middle third of 
the field. One consistent 
thing week in and week 
out has been James be¬ 
ing used as an extra pass 
rusher. 

"I knew what type of player 
I was I knew what I wanted 
to do when I came here," 
James said. "I feel like I've 
done those things here." 
James' run-stopping and 
pass-rushing skills will be 


needed against the Ra¬ 
vens, who come into the 
game ranked second in 
the league in rushing. Since 
Lamar Jackson became 
the starting quarterback, 
Baltimore is averaging 
229.6 yards on the ground 
overthe final seven games 
Jamesisthe 13th-best safe¬ 
ty against the run, accord¬ 
ing to Pro Football Focus, 
and eighth in pass rushing. 
'When he blitzes, he gets to 
the quarterback," Ravens 
coach John Harbaugh 
said. "He also can disrupt 
the run game. He'sa domi¬ 
nant player." 

With both teams likely 
not changing their strat¬ 
egy from two weeks ago, 
James likes the fact the 
Ravens a re focused on the 
run. 

'That should put a chip on 
your shoulder there alone," 
he said. 'They're going to 
run it right at us We know 
that. We gotta stop 'em." 
This will be the fourth time 
thatj ameshasfaced J ack- 
son. The firsttwo timeswere 
in college whenj ameswas 
at Florida State and Jack- 
son wa s at Louisville. J a mes 
said the biggest difference 
now is the players around 
J ackson.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Da¬ 
vid Robertson got himself a 
new deal in a new pair of 
pinstripes 

The 33-year-old right-hand¬ 
ed reliever and the Phila¬ 
delphia Phillies agreed to 
a $23 million, two-yea rcon- 
tact on Thursday. Robert¬ 
son gets$10 million this year 
and $11 million in 2020, and 
the Phillies have a $12 mil¬ 
lion option for 2021 with a 
$2 million buyout. 

'The Phillies are a great or¬ 


ganization, and they have 
that hungerto get back in 
the postseason and they're 
going in the right direction," 
Robertson said. "It'sa place 
where I'll get a lot of oppor¬ 
tunities to pitch in the back 
end of the bullpen and I 
don't see any reason why 
we can't get in the post¬ 
season." 

Robertson went 8-3 with a 
3.23 ERA and five saves in 
69 games last season for 
the New York Yankees. He 
left the Yankees after the 
2014 season to sign a $46 


million, four-year contract 
with the Chicago White 
Sox, who traded him to 
New York in J uly 2017. 

An 11-year veteran and 
a 2011 All-Star, Robertson 
hasappeared inatleast60 
games in nine straight sea¬ 
sons He could get oppor¬ 
tunities to close in Philadel¬ 
phia, which hasn't made 
the playoffs since 2011. 
Seranthony Dominguez led 
the Phillies with 16 saves 
last season, and manager 
Gabe Kapler likes versatility 
in his bullpen. 

"He'sgoing to pitch high-le¬ 
verage innings for us," Phil¬ 
lies general manager Matt 
Klentak said of Robertson. 
'That's what he's done very 
effectively and consistently 
fora long time. The fact he 
has experience pitching 
the ninth inning is very ap¬ 
pealing for us." 

Hector Neris led the Phillies 
with 26 saves in 2017 and 
had 11 last year. He's also 
in the mix to pitch the ninth. 
It'll likely be determined by 
matchups 

Robertson has even bet¬ 
ter numbers against lefties 
than righties during his ca¬ 
reer. He has held lefties to 
a .188 batting average and 


.268 on-base percentage 
vs. .222 and .302 for rig hties. 
"I want to pitch whenever 
I can to help the team win 
games," Robertson said. "If 
I have to pitch in the sixth, 
seventh, eighth or even the 
ninth, it doesn't matter to 
me. I just want to be in the 
back end of the bullpen 
when the big outs need to 
get made." 

Robertson represented 
himself in contract negotia¬ 
tions for the first time. Klen¬ 
tak said he was impressed 
and called it a "unique" 
experience talking money 
directly with the player. 

"He was very well pre¬ 
pared, he knew the market 
very well, he knew what 
was important to him and 
he was able to articulate it 
well and that helped usget 
to a deal," Klentak said. 
Robertson spent parts of 
nine seasons in the ma¬ 
jors with the Yankees, who 
selected him in the 17th 
round of the 2006 amateur 
draft. He made a pair of 
relief appearances a gainst 
the Phillies in the 2009 World 
Series, allowing a two-run 
single to Raul Ibanez in the 
eighth inning of the opener 
and an RBI groundout to 


Carlos Ruiz in the third in¬ 
ning of Game 5. 

Robertson replaced Mari¬ 
ano Rivera after he retired 
following the 2013 season 
and had 39 saves in 2014. 
He's 53-32 with a 2.88 ERA 
and 137 saves in 654 career 
appearances, all in relief. 

"I had a great time play¬ 
ing in New York. They are 
an excellent organization," 
Robertson said, adding he 
spoke to Yankees general 
manager Brian Cashman 
about returning. "New York 
will always hold a special 
place in my heart. It was 
just time forme to go some¬ 
place else." 

The Phillies have been ac¬ 
tive this offseason, acquir¬ 
ing shortstop Jean Segura 
and signing outfielder An¬ 
drew McCutchen. They fin¬ 
ished 80-82 last year after 
leading the NL East in Au¬ 
gust. 

Klentak said the team had 
a "productive" meeting 
with Manny Machado last 
month. 

"I expect that the dialogue 
there will continue,"Klentak 
said. 

The team also is sched¬ 
uled to meet with Bryce 
Harper.Q

The satisfying simplicity of 
sports is in the definitive 
result. A game is played. 
There is a winner and a 
loserand the winnergetsa 
reward. 

Often that reward is to just 
keep playing. Those are 
the rules from the school- 
yard to stadiums. It is a 
model that generally works 
great, just not necessarily 
for major college football. 
With some legitimate rea¬ 
sons, the sport is resistant 
to the simplest premise: If 
you win something, you get 
something. Five years into 
the College Football Play¬ 
off there is a lot of chatter 
about expanding the four- 
team field . Down the road, 
probably when its 12-year 
contractwith ESPN runsout, 
the playoff will expand. Be¬ 
cause there is always mon¬ 
ey in playoff expansion. 
Here's a plan: eight teams. 
The Power Five conference 
championsgetin automat¬ 
ically. Three wild cards or 
at-large teams picked by 
the selection committee, 
with at least one of them 
the best champion from 
the Group of Five confer- 
ences.Yep, nothing in there 


you probably haven't seen 
before. Simple, but certain¬ 
ly not universally accepted, 
even among those who 
want a biggerplayoff. 
Automatic qualification 
is an uncomfortable con¬ 
cept for fans who fear a 
conference championship 
game upset could give a 


precious playoff spot to a 
team that lost three or four 
regular-season games. Au¬ 
tomatic qualification also 
makes college football's 
decision-makers squea¬ 
mish because itwasone of 
the downfalls of the Bowl 
Championship Series. 

Back then, six conferences 


had automatic entry for 
their champions, includ¬ 
ing the Big East. There 
was a cap on how many 
teams from one confer¬ 
ence could be in the sys¬ 
tem. Tweaks were made 
to ensure teams ranked in 
certain positions were also 
guaranteed spots. 


It was kind of a mess, but 
the problems were not 
necessarily applicable to 
a playoff where all games 
have championship ramifi¬ 
cations 

The BCS increased college 
football's national follow¬ 
ing, encouraging fans to 
pay attention to teamsand 
conferences beyond their 
regions. The College Foot¬ 
ball Playoff aims to contin¬ 
ue that growth and a big¬ 
gerplayoff, with automatic 
bids for conference cham¬ 
pions, accomplishesthat. 
Why reward anything less 
than excellence? 

Well, for one, Nick Saban 
is not going to be at Ala¬ 
bama forever. There will 
come a day when more 
than two or three teams in 
a given season could win a 
national title. 

Also, right now the College 
Football Playoff selection 
committee is taking an 
educated guess when it 
comesto what is excellent. 
That's not criticism. The job 
of the committee is liter¬ 
ally to guess the four best 
teams — a purposefully 
vague descriptor. 
Itwaseasy to see Alabama 
and Clemson were awe¬ 
some this season. O

The NFL entered a part¬ 
nership with Caesars En¬ 
tertainment on Thursday, 
the league's first official 
casino sponsor. The multi¬ 
year deal, however, does 
not include sports betting 
orfantasy football. 

The arrangement begins 
with this weekend's play¬ 
offs and is worth $30 million 
annually for three years, 
a person with knowledge 
of the agreement tells The 
Associated Press. The per¬ 
son spoke on condition 
of anonymity because 
the league has not an¬ 
nounced specific terms. 
This latest development 
is part of a dizzying turn¬ 
about for the league. For 
years, the league insisted 


gambling was one of the 
biggest threats to its exis¬ 
tence. 

Caesars will draw on its 
properties, celebrity chefs, 
music artists and other 
entertainment platforms 
to provide NFL fans with 
"unique experiences" 
Caesars will have exclusive 
rights to NFL trademarks in 
the U.S. and United King¬ 
dom, including the Super 
Bowl and draft. Caesars 
will host parts of the 2020 
draft. 

The Cowboys, Ravens, 
Saints, Falcons, Eagles, 
Bears, Raiders, Jets, Lions 
and Seahawks already 
have advertising agree¬ 
ments with casinos. Cae- 
sa rs Enterta inment is heav¬ 
ily into sports books opera¬ 


tions and has locations in 
New Jersey and Mississippi, 
along with Nevada. It has 
planned one in Pennsyl¬ 
vania. With the expansion 
of sports betting to other 
states made possible by 
last year's Supreme Court 
ruling, other gambling 
companies have reached 
partnerships with leagues. 
Last year, MGM Resorts 
became the official gam¬ 
bling partner of the NBA, 
the NHLand MajorLeague 
Baseball. 

Attempts by Las Vegas 
to advertise on the Su¬ 
per Bowl were rebuffed 
repeatedly in the past 
because the city has ca¬ 
sino gambling and sports 
betting. Three years ago, 
the NFL canceled a fan¬ 


tasy sports convention 
that then-Cowboys quar¬ 
terback Tony Romo was 
helping organize because 
itwasgoing to be held in a 
convention area adjacent 
to a LasVegascasino. 
Things began changing 
in 2017 when the NHL put 
a team in Las Vegas, the 
first major sports franchise 
forthe city. They changed 


even more when the city 
lured the Raiders begin¬ 
ning in 2020 with a $1.9 
billion stadium built across 
the freewa y fro m the M a n- 
dalay Bay hotel-casino. 
NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell attended the 
groundbreaking for the 
new stadium and later 
awarded Las Vegas the

NEW YORK (AP) — Behind 
Apple'sdisconcerting news 
of weak iPhone sales lies 
a more sobering truth: The 
tech industry has hit Peak 
Smartphone, a tipping 
point when everyone who 
can afford one already 
owns one and no break¬ 
throughs are compelling 
them to upgrade as fre¬ 
quently asthey once did. 
Some manufacturers have 
boosted prices to keep up 
profit. But Apple's shortfall 
highlights the limits of that 
strategy. Ihe company said 
demand foriPhonesiswan- 
ing and revenue for the 
last quarter of 2018 will fall 
well below projections, a 
decrease traced mainly to 
China. Apple Inc.'s $1,000 
iPhone isa tough sell to Chi¬ 
nese consumers unnerved 
by an economic slump 
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and the trade war with the 
U.S. They also have a slew 
of cheaper smartphones 
from homegrown competi¬ 
tors such asHuawei, Xiaomi 
and Oppo to choose from. 
Apple's shares dropped 9 
percent "Thursday on the 
sales slump forecast as the 
company lost about $71 
billion in market value. "The 
news also reinforced inves¬ 
tors' fears that the world's 
second-biggest economy 
is losing steam: "The Dow 
Jones Industrial Average 
was down more than 550 
pointsat midaftemoon and 
the broader S&P 500 index 
wasdown 2 percent. 

The fact that even Apple's 
iPhone juggernaut is suffer¬ 
ing cements a larger trend 
for all major smartphone 
makers. After a steady rise 
for a decade, worldwide 
smartphone shipments fell 
3 percent to 1.42 billion in 
2018, the first annual drop, 
according to International 
Data Corp., which tracks 
such movements. IDC es¬ 
timates that shipments will 
rebound 3 percent in 2019 
to 1.46 billion, but that still 


fa Ms short of 2017 levels. 
Apple's news is a "wakeup 
call for the industry," said 
a na lyst Da n Ivesof re sea rc h 
firm Wed bush Securities. 
And it's not just Apple. De¬ 
mand has been lackluster 
across the board, Ives said. 
Samsung, long the leading 
seller of smartphones, has 
been hit even harder, as its 
phone shipments dropped 
8 percent during the 12 
monthsending in Septem¬ 
ber. 

'The smartphone indus¬ 
try is going through sig¬ 
nificant headwinds, "Ives 
said. 'Smartphone makers 
used to be like teenagers, 
and the industry was on 
fire. Now it feels like they're 
more like senior citizens in 
terms of maturity." 

Tech innovations in phones 
grew in leaps and bounds 
earlier in the 2010s, with 
dramatic improvements in 
screen size, screen resolu¬ 
tion, battery life, cameras 
and processor speed ev¬ 
ery year. But the industry is 
a victim of its own success. 
Innovation began to slow 
down around 2014, once 


Apple boosted the screen 
size with the iPhone 6and 6 
Plus models While phones 
kept improving, new fea¬ 
tures tended to be incre¬ 
mental, suchasa new flash 
technique to already ex¬ 
cellent phone cameras. It's 
the stuff consumers won't 
typically notice — or want 
to shell out for. 

'Since the iPhone 6 you've 
seen it has been tough to 
innovate to continue to 
ra ise the ba r," Ives sa id. 
Apple customers now up¬ 
grade every 33 months on 
average, longer than the 
24 or25 months three years 
ago, Ives said. 

It doesn't help that top 
phones come with four¬ 
digit price tags — such 
as $1,100 for the iPhone 
XS Max and $1,000 for 
Samsung'a Galaxy Note 
9. The top-end Max model 
sells for $1,450 in the U.S. 
'They're getting more and 
more expensive while offer¬ 
ing fewer and fewer new, 
innovative features that I'll 
actually use," said 7b ch¬ 
ary Pardes, a tech-savvy 
31-year-old in Fairfield, 


Connecticut. "I'll upgrade 
when the battery stops 
working. When I'm forced 
to buy a new phone, I'll buy 
a new phone." 

Vivian Yang, a managerat 
a Beijing technology com¬ 
pany, also balked at the 
price. "Nobody needssuch 
a phone,"she said. 

IDC analyst Ramon Uamas 
said the cycle might bot¬ 
tom out and start growing 
again in 2021 or2022, when 
people's current phones 
start reaching the end of 
their useful life. "People will 
still replace their phones. It's 
going to happen eventu¬ 
ally," he said.But there's no 
"silver bullet" that will spur 
growth to levels seen in the 
past when the industry was 
less mature. 

Foldable smartphones , 
with screens that unfold 
like a wallet to increase dis¬ 
play size, are one thing that 
could spur excitement, but 
they're expensive and not 
due out until at least the 
end of the year. 

Another thing that might 
spur growth: 5G, the next- 
generation that telecom 
companies are currently 
in the process of building, 
expected to be faster and 
more reliable than the cur¬ 
rent 4G network. The first 
5G compatible phonesare 
due out this year. 

'There's more pressure on 
5G as the next-wave smart¬ 
phone," since sales are so 
lackluster, said Ives. 'There 
will be a battle royale for 
5G phones." 

But 5G will take years for 
broad, nationwide deploy¬ 
ment, so the new 5G smart¬ 
phones coming out this 
yea rare not likely to make 
much of a splash immedi¬ 
ately either. 

Analysts say smartphone 
makers need to push into 
under-saturated areas like 
Africa and elsewhere, and 
also sell more services like 
cloud storage, streaming 
music and phone software. 
But the glory days of un¬ 
trammeled growth appear 
to be over. 

"It'sgoing to be a slow slog," 
Uamas said. "By no means 
is this the end of the smart¬ 
phone market. But this is an 
indication that the smart¬ 
phone market can be a 
victim of its own sue c ess.'O

NEW YORK (AP) — The past 
year felt dismal for inves¬ 
tors Even worse, the gloom 
was all-encompassing. 
Mutual funds of all types 
sank. Even those fundsthat 
a re typ ic a lly stea d ierd uring 
turbulent markets struggled 
through what became the 
worst year since the Great 
Recession for many inves¬ 
tors 

Stock, bond and commod¬ 
ity markets all succumbed 
to worries a bout rising inter¬ 
est rates, a predicted slow¬ 
down in economic growth 
and the potentially painful 
effects of the global trade 
war. lhat meant losses not 
only for investors who went 
all-in on U.S. stock funds, 
which looked unstoppable 
after notching their best 
January in two decades, 
but also for those who 
hewed to the traditional 
advice and diversified their 
401(k) accounts across 
ma ny d iffe re nt ma rkets 
Ihe largest stock fund, Van¬ 
guard's Total Stock Market 
Indexfund, lost 5.3 percent 
for the year, including divi¬ 
dends, its first loss since the 
financial crisis crushed the 
global economy in 2008. At 
the same time, the largest 
bond fund, Vanguard'sTo- 
talBond Market Indexfund, 
lost 0.4 percent, and the 
price of gold fell 2 percent. 
It's the first year all three 
dropped atthe same time 
since 1994. 

By the last few months of 
2018, the losses were also 
coming painfully fast, with 
indexes regularly swinging 
between big gainsand big 
losses within the span of a 
couple hours. 

"Fears are certainly grow¬ 
ing that the good old days 
of the last several years a re 
coming to an end," said 
Frances Donald, head of 
macroeconomic strategy 
at Manulife Asset Manage¬ 
ment. "This is a trader'smar- 
ket, where you want to pick 
your sectors very carefully," 
Unfortunately, that was dif¬ 
ficult for many to do suc¬ 
cessfully in 2018. Only two 
of the 11 sec to rs that make 
up the S&P 500 index were 
able to rise: health care 
and utilities. And nearly 
two-thirds of the stocks that 


make up the index fell. 
Conditions seemed to fa¬ 
vor managers of actively 
managed mutual funds, 
who say they can offer a 
steadier ride through such 
volatility by picking the 
best stocks and avoiding 
the worst. But they also had 
a rough 2018. Only 42 per¬ 
cent of active fund man¬ 
agers beat their index in 
2018, according to Jeffer¬ 
ies 

Here's a look at some of 
the trends that shaped the 
yearforfunds: 

— U.S. stock funds got wal¬ 
loped, but foreign funds 
got hit harder. 

S&P 500 index funds sank 
to their first down year in a 
decade after including div¬ 
idends, losing 4.4 percent 
or more. But they were ac¬ 
tually among the market's 
leaders. 

Funds that focus on small 
U.S. stocks dropped even 
more on woniesthat higher 
interest rates will hurt their 
growth, among otherchal- 
lenges. The largest such 
fund, Vanguard's Small Cap 
Indexfund, lost 9.3 percent 
and plunged more than 20 
percent in the months fol¬ 
lowing its late August peak. 
Funds that specialize in 
stocks from other countries 
fared even worse, hurt by 
wo tries about slowing eco¬ 
nomic and profit growth 
due in part to rising trade 


tensions with the United 
States. 

Emerging-market stock 

funds lost an average of 
16.1 percent in 2018, and 
Chinese stock funds were 
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down an average of 19.9 
percent, according to 
Momingstar. 

— Bond fundsstruggled. 
Stock fund shave a long his¬ 
tory of sharp price swings, 


so volatility shouldn't come 
asa big surprise. That's why 
many investors, even those 
with a long time horizon, 
keep some of their sav¬ 
ings in bond funds. Bonds 
are supposed to offer a 
steadier ride with their reg¬ 
ular payments and offer 
ballast to overall portfolios 
But many bond funds also 
lost ground in 2018, the re¬ 
sult of rising interest rates 
The Federal Reserve raised 
short-term rates four times 
during the year. When rates 
are rising, the lower interest 
payments paid out by old¬ 
er bonds suddenly look less 
attractive, so their prices 
drop. Bond mutual funds 
have to account for those 
declinesin theirfund prices, 
and investors feel it. 

The average intermediate- 
term bond fund, the most 
populartype of bond fund, 
lost 0.5 percent last year. 
Funds that foe us on corpo¬ 
rate debtfared even worse 
as worries rose that a possi¬ 
ble recession could lead to 
more defaults and down¬

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Lowcarb? bow fat? What the latestdieting studies tell us

NEW YORK (AP) — Ba¬ 
con and black coffee for 
breakfast, or oatmeal and 
bananas? 

If you're planning to try to 
lose weight in 2019, you're 
sure to find a fierce debate 
online and among friends 
and family about how best 
to do it. It seems like every¬ 
one has an opinion, and 
new fads emerge every 
year. 

Two major studies last year 
provided more fuel for a 
particularly polarizing top¬ 
ic — the role carbs play in 
making us fat. The studies 
gave scientists some clues, 
but, like other nutrition stud¬ 
ies, they can't say which 
diet — if any — is best for 
everyone. 

That's not going to satisfy 
people who want black- 
and-white answers, but nu¬ 
trition research is extremely 
difficult and even the most 
respected studies come 
with big caveats. People 
are so different that it's all 
but impossible to conduct 
studies that show what re¬ 
ally works over long periods 
of time. 

Before embarking on a 
weight losspIan forthe new 
year, here's a look at some 
of what was learned last 
year. 

FEWER CARBS, FEWER 
POUNDS? 

It's no longer called the At¬ 
kins Diet, but the low-carb 
school of dieting has been 
enjoying a comeback. The 
idea is that the refined car¬ 
bohydrates in foods like 
white bread are quickly 
converted into sugar in our 
bodies, leading to energy 
swings and hunger. 

By cutting carbs, the claim 
is that weight loss will be 
easier because your body 
will instead bum fat forfuel 
while feeling less hungry. A 
recent study seems to offer 


more support for low-carb 
proponents. But, like many 
studies, it tried to under- 
sta nd just one sliver of how 
the bodyworks 
The study , co-led by an 
author of books promoting 
low-carb diets, looked at 
whethervarying carb levels 
might affect how the body 
uses energy. Among 164 
participants, it found those 
on low-carb diets burned 
more total calories than 
those on high-carb diets 
The study did not say peo¬ 
ple lost more weight on a 
lo w-c a rb d iet — a nd d id n't 
try to measure that. Meals 
and snacks were tightly 
controlled and continu¬ 
ally adjusted so everyone's 
weights stayed stable. 
David Ludwig, a lead au¬ 
thor of the paper and re¬ 
searcher at Boston Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital, said it sug¬ 
gests limiting carbs could 
make it easier for people 
to keep weight off once 


they've lost it. He said the 
approach might work best 
for those with diabetes or 
pre-d iabetes. 

Ludwig noted the study 
wasn't intended to test 
long-term health effects 
or real-world scenarios 
where people make their 
own food. The findings a Iso 
need to be replicated to 
be validated, he said. 
Caroline Apovian of Boston 
University's School of Medi¬ 
cine said the findings are 
interesting fodder for the 
scientific community, but 
that they shouldn't be tak¬ 
en as advice forthe aver¬ 
age person looking to lose 
weig ht.

hastwice as many calories 
than the same amount of 
carbsorprotein. 

Many say the advice had 
the opposite effectby inad¬ 
vertently giving us license 
to gobble up fat-free cook¬ 
ies, cakes and other foods 
that were instead full of the 
refined carbs and sugars 
now blamed for our wider 
waistlines. 

Nutrition experts gradually 
moved away from blan¬ 
ket recommendations to 
limit fatsforweight loss. Fats 
are necessary for absorb¬ 
ing important nutrientsand 
can help us feel full. That 
doesn't mean you have to 
subsist on steak drizzled in 
butterto be healthy. 

Bruce Y. Lee, a professor 
of international health at 
JohnsHopkins, said the les¬ 
sons learned from the anti¬ 
fat fad should be applied 
to the anti-carb fad: don't 
oversimplify advice. 

'There's a constant look for 
an easy way out," Lee said. 
SO WHICH IS BETTER? 
Another big study this past 
year found low-carb di¬ 
ets and low-fat diets were 
about equally as effective 
for weight loss. Results var¬ 
ied by individual, but af¬ 
ter a year, people in both 
groupsshed an average of 
12 to 13 pounds 
The author noted the find¬ 


ings don't contradict Lud¬ 
wig's low-carb study. In¬ 
stead, they suggest there 
may be some flexibility 
in the ways we can lose 
weight. Participants in both 
groups were encouraged 
to focus on minimally pro¬ 
cessed foods like produce 
and meat prepared at 
home. Everyone was ad¬ 
vised to limit added sugar 
and refined flour. 

"If you got that foundation 
right, for many, that would 
be an enormous change," 
said Christopher Gardner 
of Stanford University and 
one of the study's authors. 
Limiting processed foods 
could improve most diets 
by cutting down overall 
calories, while still leaving 
wiggle room for people's 
preferences That's impor¬ 
tant, because fora diet to 
be effective, a person has 
to be able to stick to it. A 
breakfast of fruit and oat¬ 
meal may be filling for one 
person, but leave another 
hungry soon after. 

Gardner notes the study 
had its limitations, too. 
Participants' diets weren't 
controlled. People were in¬ 
stead instructed on how to 
achieve eating a low-carb 
or low-fat in regular meet¬ 
ings with dietitians, which 
may have provided a sup¬ 
port network most dieters 
don't have. 

SO, WHAT WORKS? 

In the short term you can 
probably lose weight by 
eating only raw foods, or 
going vegan, orcutting out 
gluten,orfollowing another 
diet plan that catchesyour 
eye. But what will work for 
you over the long term is a 
different question. 

Zhaoping Li, director of 
clinical nutrition division at 
the University of California, 
LosAngeles, saysthere is no 
single set of guidelinesthat 
help everyone lose weight 
and keep it off. It's why di¬ 
ets often fail — they don't 
factor into account the 
many factors that drive us 
to eatwhat we do. 

To help people lose weight, 
Li examines her patients' 
eating and physical activ¬ 
ity routines to identify im¬ 
provements people will be 
able to live with. 

"What sticks is what mat¬ 
ters," U said.□

IDS ANGELES (AP) — To 

misquote "A Star Is Bom," 
awards shows were far 
from shallow in 2018. Many 
confronted sexual miscon¬ 
duct in the entertainment 
industry head on, but as a 
new yea r kic ks off with the 
Golden Globe Awards on 
Sunday one question lin¬ 
gers: Will it continue foran- 
otheryear? 

For an event that's more 
known for its boozy mo¬ 
ments than promoting so¬ 
cial causes, the Golden 
Globe Awards went all in 
as the first major show of 
the #MeToo era last year. 
It embraced the newly 
formed lime's Up Legal De¬ 
fense Fund , the red carpet 
was overtaken by a sym¬ 
bolic sea of black dresses, 
major stars walked proudly 
alongside activist lead¬ 
ers, Oprah Winfrey gave a 
bam-bumer of a speech 
about empowerment and 
Natalie Portman even got 
in a ja b a bout the a ll-ma le 
directing nominees while 
presenting the best direc- 
toraward. 

Every televised and non- 
televised event to come 
had to take the stage in 
the shadow of the Globes, 
and all did so in their own 
way, sometimes with jokes 
and sometimes with state¬ 
ments: The Screen Actors 
Guild had all-female pre¬ 
senters, guests wore white 
roses at the Grammysand 
the Oscarsgave a spotlight 
to lime's Up leaders and 
Harvey Weinstein accusers 
Ashley J udd, Salma Hayek, 
and Annabella Sciorra. 

But this year will be differ¬ 


ent. With just days to show 
time, there are no major 
statements or demonstra¬ 
tions planned forthe Gold¬ 
en Globes show or the red 
carpet, and it could very 
well set the tone for what's 
to come with the other 
awardsshows. 

'This year, there's no sense 
of urgency the way there 
was last year," said Steve 
Pond, awardseditorforlhe 
Wrap. "By the same token, 
there isa sense of'we can't 
go back.'" 

Subjects like equality and 
inclusiveness are now per¬ 
manent fixtures of awards 
show discourse, Pond said, 
and their absence from 
topics discussed on stage 
would be "conspicuous." 
"But the business of every¬ 
body wearing black, I think 
that was kind of a one¬ 


time thing until something 
else that cataclysmic hap¬ 
pens and needs to be ad¬ 
dressed," Pond said. 

Hosts Andy Samberg and 
Sandra Oh have said that 
they don't necessarily in¬ 
tend to get political on 
Sunday night, but will leave 
the door open for anyone 
who wantsto use their plat¬ 
form to do so. In an inter¬ 
view with Ihe Hollywood 
Reporter, Samberg said he 
thinks "people could use a 
little smile." 

"Notto ignore anything, but 
we spend so much time ev¬ 
ery day wallowing in a lot 
of things that are happen¬ 
ing in?our world that are 
really depressing, and with 
good reason — that stuff 
needs to be paid attention 
to — but there's a Iso power 
to being positive and cele¬ 


bratory in the toughertimes 
a swell," Samberg said. 

Oh added: "I don't think it's 
shallow?to 1) have fun and 
2) be honestly celebra¬ 
tory.... What I'm interested 
in is pointing to actual real 
change." 

The "change" Oh refer¬ 
enced includesthe cultural 
phenomena of films like 
"Black Panther," nominat¬ 
ed for three awards (best 
drama, best original score 
and bestoriginal song) and 
"Crazy Rich Asians," nomi¬ 
nated for best musical or 
comedy and best actress 
(Constance Wu). 

In other words, this year it'll 
be up to the individual to 
make a statement. Wendy 
Shanker, an awards show 
writer who has also written 
speechesfor individual Os¬ 
car winners, marveled at 


the way the actresses in 
lime's Up took control of 
the "awards season narra- 
tive"atthe Globeslastyear. 
"I don't know that they 
necessarily need to do the 
same thing this year. But I 
do believe that you will see 
many of the women and 
men on stage referencing 
#MeToo, referencing the 
shift in our culture," Shanker 
said. 

lhat also goes for present- 
ersand guests. 

"I think they will book peo¬ 
ple who have strong vo¬ 
cal public personas," said 
Shanker. "Producers know 
that's what keeps a show 
interesting and I think au¬ 
diences are engaged by 
the players of social media 
who have something to say 
beyond the performanc¬ 
es." 

Jessica Chastain is one 
of those who was just an¬ 
nounced asa presenterfor 
the show. Ihe Oscar-nom¬ 
inated actress has estab¬ 
lished herself as a leading 
activist voice for equal pay 
and representation in Hol¬ 
lywood and has not been 
shy about making state¬ 
ments 

"I think people will still have 
a lotoffun .... people will be 
looking for fun and glam¬ 
our," Shanker said. "(But) 
the Globes were always 
'the party' and now this is 
'the party with a message.' 
It's a protest party." 

And Pond said it makes 
fora more interesting and 
powerful show. 

"In a way the Globes are 
kind of uniquely suited to 
doing that because no¬ 
body really cares who 
wins," Pond said. □

Netflix said 45 million sub¬ 
scriber accounts world¬ 
wide watched the Sandra 
Bullock thriller "Bird Box" 
during its first seven days 
on the service, the biggest 
first-week success of any 
movie made for the com¬ 
pany's nearly 12-year-old 
streaming service. 

Netflix, which typically re¬ 
fuses to provide viewership 
numbers, made the rare 
disclosure in a recent tweet 
asmovie producers, writers, 
actors and investors con¬ 
tinue to size up a company 
that has already reshaped 
the way the world watches 
video. 

The first-week audience 
means nearly one-third of 
Netflix's 137 million subscrib¬ 
ers watched the movie 


from Dec. 21 through Dec. 
27 — a holiday-season 
stretch when many people 
aren't working and have 
more free time. Had 45 mil¬ 
lion people actually gone 


to a theater in the U.S. to 
watch "Bird Box," it would 
have translated to about 
$400 million in box-office 
revenue, based on aver¬ 
age ticket prices 


But people were watching 
the movie on a service for 
which they already had 
paid and had the luxury of 
doing so without leaving 
their homes. That makes 
watching "Bird Box" more 
comparable to watching 
a television program, Wed- 
bush Securities analyst Mi¬ 
chael Pachtersaid. 

By that yardstick, the view¬ 
ership for "Bird Box" is less 
impressive. For instance, 
the Super Bowl typically 
attracts 100 million to 110 
million viewers in the U.S.

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Daryl Dragon, Captain of Captain &1ennille, dead at 76

NEW YORK (AP) — Daryl 
Dragon, the cap-wearing 
"Captain" of Captain & 
Tennille who teamed with 
then-wife Toni Tennille on 
such easy listening hits as 
"Love Will Keep Us Togeth¬ 
er" and "Muskrat Love," 
died Wednesday. He was 
76. 

Dragon died of renal failure 
at a hospice in Prescott, Ar¬ 
izona, according to spokes¬ 
man Harlan Boll. Tennille 
wasby his side. 

"He was a brilliant musi¬ 
cian with many friends who 
loved him greatly. I was at 
my most creative in my life, 
when I was with him," Ten¬ 
nille said in a statement. 
Dragon and Tennille di¬ 
vorced in 2014 after nearly 
40 years of marriage, but 
they remained close and 
Tennille had moved back 
to Arizona to help care for 
him. 

Dragon and Tennille met in 
the early 1970s and soon 
began performing togeth¬ 
er, with the ever-smiling Ten¬ 
nille singing and the dourer 
Dragon on keyboards. He 
would later serve as Cap¬ 
tain & Tennille's producer. 


Iheir breakthrough came 
in 1975 when they covered 
the bouncy Neil Sedaka- 
Howard Greenfield song 
"Love Will Keep Us Togeth¬ 
er." 

Sedaka and Greenfield, a 
top hit-making team in the 
late 1950s and early 1960s, 
were nearing the end of 
their partnership and had 
written "Love Will Keep Us 
Together"asan ode to their 
longtime bond. Sedaka 


himself recorded the song, 
released it as a single in 
France, and included it on 
his 1974 album "Sedaka's 
Back." 

Captain & Tennille's ver¬ 
sion, slightly faster and 
funkier than the original, 
wasn't Dragon's first choice 
asa single. He had favored 
a cover of Beach Boy 
Bruce Johnston's "I Write 
the Songs," which in 1976 
became a signature hit for 


Barry Manilow. 

But "Love Will Keep Us To¬ 
gether" topped the charts 
in the summer of 1975. It 
won a Grammy for record 
of the year and not only 
made Captain & Tennille 
stars, but helped further 
revive Sedaka's career. In 
October 1975, his single 
"Bad Blood" hit No. 1. 
Sedaka tweeted Wednes¬ 
day that Dragon was "a 
great musician, keyboard 


player and friend for over 
40 years. He took 'Love Will 
Keep Us Together,' made it 
his own with the magic of 
his playing and her incred¬ 
ible voice." 

Meanwhile, Captain & Ten¬ 
nille — known early on as 
The Captain & Tennille — 
followed with a mix of cov¬ 
ers such as "Muskrat Love" 
and "Shop Around" and 
original songs, including 
Tennille'sballad "Dolhatto 
Me One More lime," which 
hit No. 1 in 1980. Ihey also 
briefly starred in their own 
television variety show be¬ 
fore their careers faded in 
the 1980s Overthe past 30 
years, they continued to 
perform and work together 
on occasion, with more re¬ 
cent albums including 'The 
Sec ret of C hristma s." 

A Los Angeles native, Drag¬ 
on was the son of Oscar- 
winning composerCarmen 
Dragon and singer Boise 
Dragon and was himself a 
c la ssic a lly tra ined music ia n. 
Before he was with Tennille, 
he played keyboards for 
the Beach Boys and was 
dubbed 'The Captain" by 
singer Mike Love, who not¬ 
ed Dragon's fondness for 
sea captain's caps. □

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Eu¬ 
gene "Mean Gene" Oker¬ 
iund, whose deadpan in¬ 
terviews of pro wrestling su¬ 
perstars like "Macho Man" 
Randy Savage, The Ulti¬ 
mate Warrior and Hulk Ho¬ 
gan made him a ringside 
fixture in his own right, has 
died. He was76. 

World Wrestling Entertain¬ 
ment announced Oker- 
lund's death on its website 
Wednesday. Okerlund's 
son, Tor Okeriund, told The 
Associated Press that his 
father died early Wednes¬ 
day at a hospital in Sara¬ 
sota, Florida, near his home 
in Osprey, Florida, with his 
wife, J eanne, by his side. 
TorOkeriund said hisfather, 
who had undergone three 
kidney transplants, fell a 
few weeks ago "and it just 
kind of went from bad to 
worse." 


Okeriund started as an 
interviewer in the Minne¬ 
apolis-based American 
Wrestling Association. He 
moved to WWE — then the 
World Wrestling Federa¬ 
tion — in 1984 and hosted 
several shows, including 
"All-American Wrestling," 
'Tuesday Night Titans" and 
"Prime lime Wrestling." Be¬ 
sides being the company's 
lead lockernoom interview¬ 
er, he also provided ring¬ 
side commentary. 

Former wrestle rand ex-Min¬ 
nesota G ov. J esse Ventura, 
who wrestled as'The Body," 
dubbed Okeriund "Mean 
Gene." 

Ventura told the Minneap- 
olisStarTribune on Wednes¬ 
day that in an interview 
he "laughingly called him 
'the Mean Gene Hot Air 
Machine,' and the 'Mean 
Gene' stuck." 

Ventura called Okeriund 
'the best at what he did, 


the best straight man inter¬ 
viewer in wrestling history." 
'You only had to tell him 
once" how to pitch and sell 
a wrestling story, Ventura 
told the AP about Oker¬ 
lund's knack for salesman¬ 
ship. "He's like a carnival 
barker. ... He was the best 


salesman. And he never 
did retakes ... Ninety per¬ 
cent of the time if there 
wasa screw-up on an inter¬ 
view, it wa s not bee a use of 
Gene. That's how good he 
was." 

A native of Sisseton, South 
Dakota, Okeriund was 


known for his natty attire 
and mustache. He was in¬ 
ducted into the WWE Hall 
of Fame in 2006. 

Okeriund also could sing 
and performed the nation¬ 
al anthem at the first Wres¬ 
tle Mania in 1985. He sang 
'Tutti Frutti" later that year 
on the WWF's 'The Wrestling 
Album." 

"He really wasthe ultimate, 
the consummate entertain¬ 
er," his son said. 

In a 2015 interview with 
the Star Tribune, Okeriund 
credited the late pro wres¬ 
tling pioneerVeme Gagne 
for his start. 

Okeriund worked in salesat 
the television station where 
Gagne's AWA was based 
and had experience in ra¬ 
dio. Gagne approached 
Okeriund in the hallway 
when the regular interview¬ 
er could not make a taping 
in the early 1970s, Okeriund

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Few 

experiences capture old 
New Orleansand the Missis¬ 
sippi River quite like a pad- 
dlewheel riverboat coming 
round the muddy bend 
with its tooting whistle hom, 
towering smoke stacksand 
water-chuming propeller. 
This month the first new 
riverboat in more than a 
decade is set to launch 
in this Louisiana port city. 
A plunge in tourism after 
Hurricane Katrina in 2005 
forced the New Orleans 
Steamboat Company to 
sell off one of its two boats, 
b ut the a rriva I of the C ity of 
New Orleans is a sign of the 
steadily rising tide of tourists 
each year to this Southern 
city of Mardi Gras fa me. 
"People come from all over 
the world. It is astonishing. 
They rea lly wa nt to see the 
river," said Adrienne Thom¬ 
as, marketing director for 
the company, which also 
owns another riverboat, 
the Natchez. 

A century ago, countless 
paddlewheel riverboats 
plied the Mississippi and its 
tributaries. Today, New Or¬ 
leans has two: the Natchez 
and the Creole Queen, 
which is operated by New 
O rlea ns Pa dd lewheels 
Now the City of New Or¬ 
leans is coming full circle, 
back to the state where it 
wasbuilt in 1991. Foryearsit 
operated asa casino boat 
in Rock Island, Illinois, until 
the mid-1990s Butafterthat 
state legalized onshore ca¬ 
sinos, the boatbecame ob¬ 
solete, said Matthew Dow, 
project manager heading 


the vessel's renovation. The 
then-named 'Casino Rock 
Island" sat unused for years 
until it was purchased by 
the New Orleans Steam¬ 
boat Company in 2016. 

"We instantly fell in love with 
the boat," Dow said. 'We 
saw the potential in her 
and knew that we could 
do herjustice and bring her 
back not only to herformer 
glory but well beyond that." 
Dow said the vesselalready 
looked the part of a New 
Orleans riverboat, with its 
curved decks, plentiful win¬ 
dows, decorative fleurs de 
lisand giant paddlewheel. 
Initially it was brought to 
a dry dock for hull repairs, 
then towed to New Orleans 
fora makeover. 

'We had to rip all of the 
walls out, all the ceilings, a 
lot of the insulation," Dow 


said. "Basically, we had 
to strip this boat down to 
the superstructure, to bare 
bones, and everything had 
to go back new." 

There were additions, too. 
A dumb waiter was add¬ 
ed to connect the gal¬ 
ley to all three decks for 
food transport, along with 
passenger elevators and 
handicapped-accessible 
restrooms. The Associated 
Press was given the first look 
at the new riverboat re¬ 
cently. 

Dow says the company is 
aiming to have the boat 
ready for tours by J an. 21, 
when the Natchez goes 
into its annual service and 
maintenance layup. After 
that, both boats will oper¬ 
ate simultaneously. 

The two riverboats look 
similar, both painted red 
and white with giant red 
paddlewheels and exte¬ 
rior deck space for close- 
up views by passengers of 
the giant propeller. But the 
new boat has more indoor 
space. 

The Natchez was built in 
the 1970s for sightseeing 
with a lot of open deck 
space, and its main deck 
is occupied mostly by the 
boat's vintage 1925 steam 
engines, an attraction for 
passengers. The Natchez is 
one of only six commercial¬ 
ly-operated steamboats 
left in the U.S. 

The new boat is run with a 
modem diesel-electric sys-

tern. It takes up less room, 
allowing for more indoor 
space for dinner seating, 
jazz brunches and special 
events. 

"Even though we don't 
have the steam engines, 
we do have the work¬ 
ing paddlewheel, and we 
want to show that off," Dow 
said. 

As with the Natchez, cruises 
o n the C ity of New O rlea ns 
will include narration about 
the c ity a nd sho re line sig hts 
such as the port, historic 
Jackson Square, the Chal- 
mette Battlefield, which 


marks the Battle of New 
O rlea ns in the Wa r of 1812, 
and the Chalmette Nation¬ 
al Cemetery.

"It was a great trip, a little 
bit of history along the riv¬ 
er and just a fun ride," said 
Gruenberg. "It'spretty cool. 
It brings nostalgia back." 
Tourism officials say fhey 
don't expect a shortage of 
passengers, asthe number 
of visitors to New Orleans 
has surpassed pre-Katrina 
levels in recent years. 
Stephen Perry, head of 
New Orleans & Co., which 
promotes tourism, says the 
city is "back in every way" 
with increased hotel and 
restaurant bookings. Rid¬ 
ing a paddlewheel is part 
of the New Orleans experi¬ 
ence, he noted. 

'This is one of the most 
eclectic, authentic places 
left in America," Perry said.
